Reply* of Right Hon. Thomas O’Hagan, Lord Chancellor of Ireland, one of the 
Commissioners of National Education. 

17th February, 1869. 

Gentlemen, — I desire' to say a few Words on one of the Queries which you have sent to me. 

I am very decidedly of opinion, that the substitution of one or more paid Commissioners for the 
present Representative and Consultative Board of National Education, would be detrimental and 
dangerous, in a high degree. 

I think that the interference of the State in the direction of the education of the People is only 
warrantable, so far as it is necessary ; and I do not desire that that direction should he committed 
altogether to the paid officials of the Government. Such a change would not, in my judgment, com- 
mend the National system to the acceptance and confidence of the country, or tend to keep it in 
harmony with public opinion. 

The conflict of religious sentiment in Ireland, its intensity on the one side and the other, and 
the sensitiveness which belongs to it, on both, surround with many difficulties the task of maintain- 
ing and working satisfactorily a system, which offers itself for the common use of all. It seems to me, 
that if that system is continued in its present, or anything like its present, state, its supervision by 
gentlemen of station and intelligence, representing the various religious bodies of the kingdom, 
having no interest but that of the community at heart, and associated with the single purpose of 
promoting that general interest, whilst they guard the rights and consult the feelings of the several 
classes with which they are connected by more intimate relations, must be of signal benefit in 
preventing misconceptions, reconciling contrarieties, interpreting truly and satisfying fairly the aims 
of reasonable people, and giving smoothness and efficiency to the action of the Board.

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REPLY OF RIGHT HON. MOUNTIFORT LONGFIELD. 


I should have expected such results before experience, and having now been one of the Commis- 
sioners for many years, and associated largely with all their deliberations and decisions, I can honestly 
aver, that, since I have been so, they have worked together with mutual kindness and respect ; that 
they have found it quite possible to reconcile fidelity to the special rights of their respective co- 
religionists with the united application of the general principles of the Board; that their discussions have 
been uniformly distinguished by good temper, and their resolutions, in my judgment, by moderation 
and good sense. I do not believe that the admirable qualities of the Resident Commissioner, — his great 
ability, his rare accomplishments, his high honour, his genial bearing, his knowledge of the country 
and cordial sympathy with its people, — wpuld have enabled even him to hold on through the stormy 
struggles of the past, and sustain an institution, which, but for him, would probably have perished, 
had he not been counselled and supported by his colleagues. I am very sure, that not one official 
man out of ten thousand could have kept his ground and preserved that institution without such 
counsel and support. We should not lightly throw them away. 

Further, the National system is, to a large extent, a system of compromise. It requires some 
sacrifices of individual sentiment, that it may be more generally accepted and of wider usefulness. 
It lias grown into its present shape by successive adaptations to the wants and emergencies of our 
peculiar society. It is still, more or less, in a state of fusion and transition, and capable of further 
advantageous change. And, in this view, the value of a Board, so constituted that it holds relations 
with all the Churches of the country, and has full facilities for feeling the pulse of opinion and 
appreciating its real requirements, is very great indeed. 

It may be conceived that a paid Commission would have more concentration of will and precision 
of effort ; and, in a mere official sense, there may be some plausibility on that view. But I see no 
difficulty in combining such concentration and precision, — for fiscal purposes-and the transaction of 
daily business, — through one or two resident and paid Commissioners and an efficient staff, with 
the benefits to which I have adverted, as belonging to a Consultative Board, respecting and 
adapting itself to the sentiment of the community, answering to its feelings with ready sympathy, 
and commanding, by faithful and unbought service, its confidence and trust. There is no antagonism 
between a resident Commissioner or Commissioners and sucli a Board. They are complements of 
each other ; and the union of them gives assurance of advantage which either, separately, never could 
confer. 

The suggestion which has, I understand, been made by Judge Longfield, that there should be two 
resident Commissioners representing the Catholics and Protestants of Ireland, is in full accordance 
with the principle of religious equality which has pervaded the administrative arrangements of the 
Board, especially since it was modified during the Chief Secretaryship of Mr. Cardwell. I quite 
approve of that suggestion, and I hope to see it. carried into practical effect.

Eeply of Eight Hon. Mountifout Longfield, p.c., one of the Commissioners of National 
Education. 

Gentlemen, — In reply to your letter asking for a statement of my views upon the constitution of 
the National Board, and the working of the National system of education in Ireland, I beg to forward 
the following observations for the information of the Royal Commissioners. 

The fundamental principle of the system of National Education, and the constitution of the Board 
which administers that system, are intimately connected. A different system might be as well ad- 
ministered by a Board constituted in a totally different manner. 

The peculiar fundamental principle of the National system is, that every child may attend any 
school without any danger of interference with the religious faith in which his parents or guardians 
wish him to be brought up. Nothing must be done to impair his religious convictions, or to make 
him a proselyte to an opposite creed. 

The result of a different system in Ireland would be, that many parents would find it impossible to 
procure a proper education for their children. The father would frequently be obliged to choose 
between leaving his child altogether without education or sending him to a school which might be 
injurious to his faith. He might also, in a few instances, have the alternative of sending his child to 
a school where his religious faith would be respected, but where the education given would be of an 
inferior quality. But the National system enables him to select with safety any school that receives 
assistance from the National funds. 

It is obvious that this system can only be carried out by imposing certain restrictions upon the 
managers and teachers of National schools. 

Thus there are both positive and negative rules. The positive rules are those which are made for 
the purpose of securing to the children a good education. They may be the same in every system. 
An inspection is necessary to secure their observance, and to see that payment is made only when 
the work is properly performed. . _ . 

But, although such rules may be neglected, they will not he intentionally violated. Iheir neglect 
arises from the teachers’ indolence or want of skill, and it is the interest ot the' patron to enforce 
such rules which assist his object by promoting the efficiency of the school. Those rules provoke no 
opposition ; they are of universal application, and the entire community feel an interest in their 
observance. . . ' • 

It is otherwise with the negative rules, which are framed to prevent any interference with the 
religious faith of those pupils who differ in. religious persuasion from the teacher or patron of the 
school. They prevent him from doing what he would often desire to do, and would sometimes think 
yin. ■ B 2

it meritorious to do. They prevent him from making any attempt to convert the children from what 
he believes to be an error, and even from what he believes to be an error fatal to salvation. The 
patron, as well as the teacher, is apt to dislike the restrictions imposed upon him by those rules. 

. 1 he 'peculiar negative rules of the system require not only that no religious instruction shall be 
given to a child contrary to the faith and to the presumed wishes of the parent, but also, that no such 
instruction shall be given to other children in his presence. This must be admitted to be some in- 
convenience to the patron if he is an ecclesiastic. Independently of any improper wish to make 
proselytes by a dishonest use of his position as patron of a public school, he feels the restriction 
“J • , Wlfc l J 1 ?. cluIdr en of Ills own flock. It is true that he may make arrangements for 

giving the. children of lus own faith m the school religious instruction once every day, besides an 
entire day in the week, exclusive of Sundays. But this must be done at the regular appointed times • 
ancl most clergymen would prefer not to make any appointments, but to come into the school and 
teach at such times as may occasionally happen to bo most convenient for themselves.

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circumstances of different parts of the country, the administrative body must be almost omnipotent. 
It might make the teachers efficient instruments to form the minds of their scholars upon its own 
type. It might spread indifferentism and discourage national sympathies. The present Board does 
nothing of the sort. It is composed of a number of independent minds, representing the various 
habits of thought in Ireland. Every one who has a grievance knows that his case will be fairly 
stated by a person whose sympathies are not enlisted against his opinions or principles. Practical 
' considerations have far more weight than theories, however specious, in guiding the decisions of the 
Board. It aims at what is possible, rather than what is best in the abstract. 

I am afraid that with a paid Board all this would be very much changed. It would be more 
influenced by the ideas of the Government than by the wants or convictions of the people ; and if it 
came, as it would come, into collision with those wants and convictions, it would infallibly succumb. 

It certainly would, from the outset, fail to command public confidence, and in its failure would 
share the fate of those numerous institutions that, founded with the best intentions, have been good 
for little else except to swallow up public money, because they were not adapted to the people for 
whose benefit they were established. I am firmly convinced that an independent Board, composed of 
men who would never submit to dictation from any Government, is a conditio sine qua non of a 
successful system of education in Ireland.

Correspondence with R. R. W. Lingen, Esq., c.b., at the time Secretary to the Committee 
of Her Majesty’s Privy Council on Education; including Queries addressed to 
him by the Royal Commission, and his Replies to the same. 


In February, 1869, Mr. Lingen was invited by the Royal Commission to give Evidence 
on the System of Primary Education in England. In reply, he professed Ills willingness 
to give all the information, but he said the Lord President authorized him to state that 
his ‘ absence for several days from London at that time of the year would he incon- 
venient to the service of the Department.” He continued 


“ I may, perhaps, be permitted to draw the attention of your Commission to the circumstance that I have 
recently given the most detailed evidence upon education in Great Britain (of Ireland I possess no personal, 
knowledge beyond a visut for a few weeks, not to schools, 26 years ago), before the following Committees or 
Commissions, and that I hardly know what I could add to it :

must make a more distinctive position for him.” In fact, he must be chaplain of the school ; and, 
being that, it is prudent to make him one of the general managers also. The ordinary trust deeds 
of schools connected with the Established Church in England are so framed. The principal 
officiating minister has the superintendence of the moral and religious instruction, but in all other 
respects the management of the school is vested in a committee, of which he is a member ex-officio. 
The official precedent (B) is appended for reference. (See Appendix No. 1.) 

3. Is there any other means of carrying on the system ? 

3. If the school course is not to include specific religious instruction, there is no need to represent 
the clergy ex-officio in the management, except for the sake of conciliation. 

4. If it be essential to conciliate the good will of the ministers of religion, ought, every school also to 

be subject to a stringent conscience cla use, in order that the. State funds may not be used for 
'proselytizing purposes ? 

4. There can be no question that to make specific, or any religious instruction part of the school 
course, and not to add thereto a stringent conscience clause, may involve the unequal treatment of 
persons (ndt necessarily of churches) professing different religious creeds ; and therefore, in schools 
supported wholly, or in part, by the State, may involve political injustice also, so long as the equal 
treatment of such persons is professed by the constitution. If I am a Roman Catholic parent, within 
reach of none but a Protestant school (or vice versa), without an effective conscience clause, it is very 
small comfort to tell me that Roman Catholic and Protestant promoters can obtain grants cm equal 
terms. The parent’s right calls for direct and ubiquitous protection. 1 refer to my answer to 
question B, 5. 

5. With such a conscience clause, may the local managers be left to carry out the religious instruc- 

tion in such way, and at such times as they think proper ; or does your experience lead you 
to the conclusion, that the State should lay down rules as to confining religious instruction to 
certain hours of the day ? 

5. My experience would lead me to say that a stringent conscience clause is sufficient, without 
further interference with the discretion of managers. But then, I speak from experience of England, 
whose denominations are many, fairly equal in resources, and in the main, agreed about °what 
Protestants consider essential. It might be very different in a country occupied by two hostile religious 
camps; with most of its property (lay, not clerical only) in the one, and most of its people in the 
other.

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subjects of elementary instruction, such as geography, grammar, drawing, music, the suggestion often 
made that a religiously-minded teacher cannot instruct children in them consistently with a conscience 
clause, in reality comes to this — either the intention to proselytize, or the desire to hide under 
preaching the want of more appropriate matter. In writing and arithmetic, the pretence becomes 
absurd. Akin to this question is the consideration that every effective conscience clause must 
provide, in positive terms, that the children of Dissenters shall be admitted to the school, and must 
not be confined to a negative provision that they may be withdrawn from such lessons as their 
parents object to on religious grounds. All lessons may be made objectionable on such grounds 
where there is the desire to do so. 

It is of great practical importance to bear constantly in mind that a well-drawn conscience clause 
should prohibit nothing which the parties themselves do not differ over. It is inoperative until they 
differ. 

5. Should the manager of any National school receiving State support, in your opinion, have the 

right to refuse secular instruction, tluct is to say, in reading, writing, and arithmetic, to any 
child of parents holding religious opinions opposed to those of such manager, unless such 
parents consent that their child shall be taught the religious opinions held by such manager ? 

5. Certainly not, as a question of right. But as a question of expediency and compromise, it 
might be worth while to allow it to be an answer (the onusprobandi lying on the respondent) to an 
appeal under a conscience clause, that another school receiving State support was equally accessible 
to the appellant, and would meet his religious difficulty. If experience proved that this allowance 
interfered with the practical security intended by the clause, it should be withdrawn. 

6. Has the minister of any religious denomination, being also the ‘manager of a National school 

receiving State support, any right, as such manager, to require that the child of any qmrents 
not belonging to the religious denomination ofsitch minister, shall as a condition of such child 
being instructed in . the elementary branches of secular instruction as aforesaid, also receive 
religious instruction according to the creed of the denomination to which such manager, being 
also a minister, may belong ? 

6. I understand the question to mean “ ought he to have the right ?” Of course, in a school settled 
upon such trusts as those set forth in the precedent (B) annexed, the minister has the legal right to 
require that every scholar receive religious instruction from him ; and he has the political right also, 
as long as the State sees fit to support a school so constituted. 

If, however, some inherent ex-officio right be intended, such a pretension, if well founded, is 
conclusive against all conscience clauses, and, therefore, no advocate of such clauses can admit it for 
a moment. The minister’s right over a child is neither greater nor less than his right over its parent. 
Except in loco parentis, he has no such right.

These forms of deed -were gradually developed* into the precedents now in force. The last stage of that de- 
velopment involved the management clause controversy. For a succinct account, see letter No. 3, Minutes 
1847-8, vol. I., p. lxxii. 

But in 1839, the date at which the above list of precedents was put forth, they were not imposed as obligatory. 
The Committee of Council, however, always retained and exercised the light of approving the draft of whatever 
trust deed was to be executed before a building grant was paid. The list of- forms in 1839 is prefaced thus: — 

The following forms of conveyance have been prepared by tlie direction of the Committee of Council, to 
facilitate the conveyance of sites of school-houses, intended to be erected, with aid from the Parliamentary Grant 
for promoting public education in Great Britain. 

The conscience clauses in Nos. 3, 4, 7, are as follow : — 

No. 3 (page 99). — Conveyance of a Site or Buildings to Trustees for a Parish School, not being in con- 
nexion with the National Society or the British and Foreign School Society.

The conscience clauses are reprinted in the volume of Minutes I, 1844, verbatim. 

The more precisely worded deeds now in use were settled by the Minute of 28th June, 1847 (and subsequent 
correspondence) for National and British schools, and the various precedents in use for schools of other 
denominations were settled between that date and 1853. 

Of these the precedents for Church of England (including National) schools, for Scotch Episcopal schools, 
and for Roman Catholic schools, do not contain conscience clauses ; the rest do, viz. : — 


1. British School Precedent. 

This precedent contains a conscience clause by implication in the words of the trust — “ shall be conducted 
upon the principles of the British and Foreign School Society, established in London.” 

The society has never been incorporated, and its principles have never been (so far as I know) put forth in 
any one authorized formula. But in official correspondencet with- the Lord President (Lord Whamcliffe) in 
1841, the committee of the society describes itself in these terms : — 

“ The committee of the British and Foreign School Society, in soliciting a continuance of the aid hitherto 
afforded them by Her Majesty’s Government in the promotion of education, are desirous of respectfully laying 
before your lordships a brief statement of their principles and operations. 

“ The society was established in the year 1808. Its aim is to impart a sound and useful elementary 
education to the children of the labouring poor - . The daily reading and teaching of the Sacred Scriptures 
forms an essential part of the instruction given. 

“Its principles are in every respect unsectarian ; the introduction of the Scriptures, and the exclusion of the 
formularies of any particular Church, appearing to them sound in principle, and most likely to unite the 
greatest possible number ; that practice has been from the first adopted in all the schools of the society. 
Maintaining, in the exercise of candour and charity, towards those who differ from them, the right of every 
British subject to sound elementary education, on principles alike consistent with revorence for truth and 
respect for conscience, they have always held that this might be accomplished on a national basis by the 
universal introduction of the Sacred Scriptures without note or comment.” 

» They do not purport to be complete, but are formed for the most part upon the supposition that further provisions defining the election 
and powers of managers, &a, will be added to them.

Whenever a school is aided by a building grant its managers shall be thenceforth bound to make such 
orders or establish such a course of practice as without interfering with the religious teaching of the other 
scholars according to the constitution of the school in that behalf, and without authorizing any other religious 
teaching than that sanctioned by such constitution, shall nevertheless provide for admitting to the benefits 
of the school the children of parents not in communion with the church, sect, or denomination according to 
the doctrines or formularies of which religious instruction is to be afforded according to the constitution of 
the school. 

As long as any school is aided by an annual grant its managers shall be bound to make such orders or 
establish such a course of practice as without interfering with the religious teaching of the other scholars 
according to the constitution of the school in that behalf, and without authorizing any other religious teaching 
than that sanctioned by such constitution, shall nevertheless provide for admitting to the benefits of the school 
the children of parents not m communion with the church, sect, or denomination according to the doctrines or 
formularies of which religious instruction is to be afforded according to the constitution of the school.

CORRESPONDENCE WITH THE BISHOPS 


Extract from Introduction to the Report. (Yol. 1., page 12.) 


“ The religious circumstances of Ireland have produced difficulty in making satisfactory arrangements 
for the education of all classes of Your Majesty’s subjects in that country. We therefore thought it 
desirable to communicate the Commission which we had received to the heads of the several religious 
denominations, and to request their co-operation in conducting our inquiry. We caused a letter to 
he addressed to the Bishops of the Established Church, to the Roman Catholic Bishops, and to the 
Moderators and Presidents of the Presbyterian and other religious bodies, enclosing a copy of the 
Commission, and expressing our hope that in the conduct of our inquiry we might have the advantage 
of their assistance, and receive from them such facilities as their position and office enabled them to 
afford. Several of the personages to whom this letter was sent contented themselves 'with acknow- 
ledging its receipt merely, indicating at most in a general way the direction of their opinions, upon 
primary education. Only one — the Roman Catholic Bishop of Kerry — addressed to the Commissioners 
a detailed statement, expressing his views as to some portions of the operations of the National Board, 


and suggesting certain alterations. 

“ At a later period of the inquiry it was thought advisable to renew this invitation to the -bishops, m 
the hope that if they could not personally attend to give evidence before the Commission, they would 
address some written statement of their opinions or depute some person who might represent their 
views. Nearly all the Bishops acknowledged its receipt in courteous terms. A few sent replies 
which contained a personal statement of opinion. Some suggested the names of persons who could 
oive useful evidence. Some of the Bishops of the Established Church referred to the Church Educa- 
tion Society as embodying their views of what a sound system of primary education should be ; and 
the Bishops of Ossory and of Down and Connor attended personally, and gave evidence before the 
Commission. Some of the Roman Catholic Prelates referred the Conimissioncrs, for the expression 
of their opinions, to correspondence which had, upon different occasions, passed between them ana 
Your Majesty’s Ministers, and which has been already published ; and especially to a letter addressed 
mon 18th March, I860, to the Right lion. Edward Cardwell, then Chief Secretary for Ireland, and also 
to another letter, under date 14th January, 1866, to the Right Hon. Sir G eorge Grey, Bart., then Your 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for tho Home Department. At different periods also of the 
Commission, his Eminence Cardinal Cullen, Bishop Keane, and Bishop Dorrian, attended personally

General Statement of the Right Rev. Dr. Moriarty, Roman Catholic Bishop of Kerry.

Gentlemen -Ton conveyed to me, some time since, a request from the members of the Royal 
Commission on Primary Education that I would give evidence on the important subjects -which have

serious, and in the meantime there is an absence of comfort end decency. If I am correctly 
the most trifling repairs cannuot be effected without an official correspondence and infection, nvo . 
ing lose of time, loss of property, and much expense. The inconvenience might he met by allowing 
the manager or Local Inspector to order repairs within a certain limited amount ; or by giving a. lew 
pounds a year to the teachers on condition that they keep the school-house in perfect order. 
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2. I think it would be wise and advantageous for all parties concerned to have the schools, vested 
in trustees under the recent form of lease, kept in repair at the expense of the Board of Education. 

It is not necessary to enter into tlic reasons for which the clergy object to vesting schools in the 
Board in its corporate capacity. Suffice it to say that the changes which took place in the rules 
justify a fear that such further change might take place as would necessitate our withdrawal from the 
system. We therefore prefer non- vested schools, or schools vested in trustees, which in that event, 
should still remain in our possession. Building grants are given for schools vested in trustees on 
condition that if withdrawn from connexion with the Board the money advanced shall be repaid. Now, 
if the managers or trustees allow the school to go to ruin, I suspect the Board would have little 
chance, in many cases, of recovering their money; but if the school is kept in repair by tho Board it 
will be a material guarrantec or pledge ensuring repayment. 

3. The next subject to which I would invite the attention of Her Majesty’s Commissioners is the 
payment of teachers. Considering the laborious nature of their occupations, the great services they 
render, the opportunities of advancement held out to them in America and Australia, the very small 
amount received from pupils or other local resources, we cannot expect that our teachers will remain 
in this country, content with their present moderate salaries. An Australian bishop told me a few 
days ago that the teachers in his diocese have about £200 a year, and that they are nearly all ex- 
National teachers from Ii-eland. 

If it were possible to have suitable residences for the teachers, rent free, and near the schools, 
their position would be bettered and their efficiency increased. In country districts they have often 
to walk three or four miles to their schools with much fatigue and loss of time. 

4. I have been long anxious to sec tho teachers paid partly by results. I say partly, for I wish 
that their salary should be based also on classification, that they may be induced to attend to their 
literary improvement and to keep up the habit of study. But unless the teacher is paid in part by 
results, including the number and progress of his pupils, he has little inducement to gather in the 
children of the district, to induce them by a kind paternal manner to continue at school, and to devote 
himself earnestly to their impi-ovement. 

5. The rate of payment to convent schools would seem to be intended as a positive discourage- 
ment to these institutions. Convent schools, wherever established, are the most numerously attended 
by the children of the poor. The education they give is that which the people value most, and the 
opportunities of observation which I have had lead me to think that the secular education given at 
convent schools is the most suitable and complete for our female population. "Wherever a convent 
school is established the number of children educated is largely increased. According to tho report 
of the Commissioners for 1858 the number of female children in the National school in Kcnmarc was — 
on the rolls, 1 13 ; in average daily attendance, 6S. A convent school has been since established in that 
town, and, according to the report of 1866, the number on its rolls was 592 ; in average daily attend- 
ance, 361. I know that the daily attendance during tho past few months has been over 400. Of 
course the ordinary female National school in Kcnmare was suppressed, but it docs not seem that the 
enormous increase I have stated was caused by the withdrawal of children from the surrounding 
schools. The total number of children in the four schools situated in the parish, but outside the 
town of Kenmare, viz., Cahir, Shelbourne, Gowlane, and Litter, was, according to the report of 1858 
— on the rolls, 263 ; in average daily attendance, 133 ; while in the same schools tho number given in 
the report of 1866 is — on tho rolls, 40T ; in daily attendance, 172. In Castletown Berchavcn the 
female school numbered in 185S — on the rolls, 148; in daily, attendance 93. A convent has 
been since established in that small town. Its school numbers, by the report of 18GG — on tho rolls, 
307; in daily attendance, 147. As the female National school still exists, with 78 on the 
rolls and 30 in daily attendance, the entire number of females receiving education in that town is 
— on the rolls, 385; in attendance, 177. In 1858 it was — on the rolls, 148; in attendance, 93. 
I have selected these two places as they are the only localities in this diocese where convent 
schools have been for the first time established since I became Bishop ; and I have selected these 
dates, 1858 and 1866, as they are the only years previous and subsequent to the establishment of these 
convents, of which I have the reports at hand. Notwithstanding this efficiency and popularity of 
convent schools the scale of remuneration is £20 to the 100 children. There are other exceptional 
restrictions which seem unmeaning, unless they are intended as a positive discouragement to these 
institutions : — 

1. No building grant can be obtained for a school to be conducted by nuns. 

2. No salary is allowed for lay assistant teachers — they must be paid by the religious community ; 

although in other schools, where the number of children maybe much smaller, they are paid 
by the Board according to the scale laid down, p. iv., § 6. 

3. Members of the religious community cannot receive a salary as industrial teachers in their own 

schools, although many of them are eminently qualified. 

4. A religious community can have only one school connnected with it in the same locality. 

It is manifest these rules are intended to prevent the Irish poor from having tho education they 
are most willing to accept, and which is the best they get. 

I feel a very special interest in this matter ; for, with the exception of Dublin, no other diocese in 
Ireland has so large a number of children educated in convent schools. Seven thousand three 
hundred and thirty female children arc on our convent school rolls in this diocese, about 200 nuns 
teach them ; and yet the whole amount contributed by tho Boai'd in salaries, premiums, and other 
gratuities, is only £1,382 7s. Grf., according to the report of 1866. Should the report be referred to, 
it must be noted that two convents, Millstrcet and Castlotown-Bcrchaven, situated in the county of 
Cork, are in this diocese. 

I do not wish to sec religious communities enjoy a monopoly of education. Monopolies like privi- 
leges, create jealousy and dislike, and always bring disaster ; but such an extension of religious 
communities can not be expected either by those who fear them or by those who wish their welfare. 
The religious vocation is an exalted one, and the heroism which answers to it is rare in the world. 
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“ All talce not this word but they to whom it is given.” .Besides, the requirements of a convent 
render it difficult to establish one except towns. . . _ , „ 

I think I may add to all I have said on this subject, that m no schools under the Board are its rules 
more strictly and conscientiously observed than in convent schools. . . ... 

6 In marked contrast to the discouragement shown to convent schools, the most efficient institu- 
tions for primary education in this country, is the special favour shown to model schools, certainly 
the least efficient relatively to the amount of money spent upon them. The annual reports of the 
Commissioners which tell the amount of money expended in building and maintaining model schools, 
and the small number of children attending them even in our most populous towns, and the well- 
known fact that those who do attend are not the children of the poor, sufficiently testify to their 
inefficiency. This inefficiency is the more to be lamented when we consider the great teaching power 
which thus goes to waste. We know that the masters are eminently qualified, that the method of 
instruction is excellent, that all material helps and appliances are largely and liberally supplied. As 
the schools are mostly situated in large towns we should expect them to be frequented by the chil- 
dren who are hereafter to supply the skilled labour of the country. The results should then be seen 
in imnroved industry and manufacture, and consequently in general prosperity. It seems to me cer- 
tain that if the model schools became popular we should have a large and rapid advance m primary 
education. Here then is a double loss. The public money is wasted on institutions which the people 
reiect; and the best teachers are placed where the people refuse to let their children learn, t 
matters little for the attainment of the end we have in view, whether the people are right or wrong 
in the judgment they have formed, or whether they are acting under good or bad advice ; the fact 
remains that they shun the model schools, and that they will continue to shun them until they are 
sanctioned and approved by the Catholic hierarchy and clergy of Ireland If a physician prescribed 
the most efficacious remedy, it would avail nothing if the patient refused to take it. In such a case 
the physician would have recourse to another remedy, or he would administer the unpalatable one in 
another form I suspect that if the Brahmins objected to a system of education for the people of 
India, and dissuade them from sending their children to the established schools, the Government 
would pay every heed to their objections, whether reasonable or foolish. It would be Presumption 
on my part to say what changes in the model schools would remove the objections of the Catholic 
hierarchy : but l am inclined to think that such a modification of the rules as was proposed by Mr 
Fortescue, when he was Chief Secretary for Ireland, would tend to produce this most desirable result 
It occurs to me also that if, by a rule of the Board, the teachers m model schools should be of the 
religion of the majority of the children and should have a certificate of good conduct from a clergy 
man empowered by his bishop or other ecclesiastical superior to give it, public confidence in these 
institutions would be restored. Wo expect the managers of ordinary National schools to follow this 
fair and simple rule in the appointment of teachers. Why should not the Board follow it when it act

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institution must become mischievous, and yet its necessity for the formation of skilled male teachers 
is obvious. 1 say male teachers, because our convent schools supply us with most efficient female 
teachers. The training department must be denominational, or else non-vested model schools must 
be established for this purpose in many parts of the country. 

8. We want a more frequent and efficient inspection. Rule 3, § vii., P. I., requires that after each 
inspection the District Inspector shall communicate with the local patron or manager. This is not 
done. It is obvious that three visits in the year do not constitute a sufficient surveillance, and unless 
the manager’s attention is called to the improvements or corrections suggested by the Inspector the 
visits are likely to be fruitless. 

In addition to the visits of the Inspector I would require every manager to visit personally or by 
deputy once a month the schools under his charge, and to make a monthly report of the attendance, 
of t'no progress of the children, of the efficiency of the teacher, and of the state of the building. I 
can suggest nothing which seems to me more calculated to increase the efficiency of the whole system. 
The advantages are so obvious that it is needless to dilate on them. A rule such as I propose could 
be enforced by not keeping any school in connexion with the Board in which it was not observed. 

The duty thus imposed on the manager should not bo considered too onerous, inasmuch as if 
hindered from discharging it in person he can employ any suitable deputy. The parish priest, for 
instance, when manager, could send his curate to make the visits. The reports might also bo rendered 
easy by supplying printed forms to be filled, or printed queries to be answered. The National Council 
of Thurlos directed a weekly visit to be made by either the parish priest or curate to all the schools 
within the parish. De par 20. The rule I proposo would bring the manager into more activo 
relation with tbe working of the schools, and would add considerably to his influence and to bis 
authority over the teachers. It too often happens now that the manager is only the promoter, that 
his relation to the school practically ceases when the building is completed, and that the real manage- 
ment is then left to the teacher and Inspector. 

9. The leading principle of the National system is to give secular education to the children of the 

humbler classes without interfering with their religious convictions; or, in other words, so to employ 
the funds allocated by the State for education that they may not be used for the purpose of prose- 
lytism. Hence the “ conscience clause,” which, to the opponents of the system, seems to impose too 
great a restriction on religious education. I cannot enter into this question ; but it seems to me that, 
even accepting the principle of the system, some of the rules devised for carrying it out are unnecessary 
restrictions. J 

1. It is not necessary to prevent the performance of Divine worship on Sundays in a school- 

house. 

2. The second clause of this rule, P. I., § iii., 2, is ambiguously worded. If it is intended to 

prohibit absolutely the celebration or administration of sacraments in a National school, 
or if this prohibition is not qualified by the words stated place in the foregoing part of the 
sentence, the rule is most unfair to Catholics, inasmuch as preaching and prayer meetings 
of Protestant Dissenters might be held in the school, provided it is not the stated place 
for them ; but no sacramental rite which enters into Catholic worship could bo celebrated 
there. 

3. To prohibit the making of the sign of tbe cross by the children is, I must say, with duo 

respect, simply ridiculous. 

4. To prohibit the cross being placed on the exterior of the budding belongB to the spirit of 

bygone days. 

10. Having pointed out some of the improvements which seem to me desirable in the practical 
working of the National system, I think it my duty to bear my humble testimony to the efficiency of the 
National schools throughout my diocese. Two hundred and seventy schools were in operation in this 
diocese in 18bl>. borne have been since added, and some are in course of erection. 43,17 1 children, 
exclusive of workhouse children, were then on the rolls of these schools. About250 schools are under the 
management of the local Catholic clergy. Though 1 find no fault whatever with the few lay managers 
vve have, yet I consider that it is of immense importance that the clergy should be managers. Where 
they are not, they abstain, through a feeling of delicacy, or perhaps through dread lest their inter- 
ference ma-y not be welcome, from visiting the schools or otherwise co-operating with the teachers. 

1 here is also a danger m the teacher being too independent of the spiritual authority which he ought 
to teach the children to respect. 

I cannot sufficiently praise the zeal and energy which tbe clergy have displayed in procuring sites 
and grants and subscriptions for the many schools they have caused to be built in their several 
parishes Were it not for them the education of the country would have had a very scanty develop- 
ment. And it should be borne m mind that clergymen who depend oil the people for their own 
support cannot tax their parishioners for the building of schools or churches without detriment to 
their own incomes. 

On the secular education given in these schools I shall not offer an opinion. The Royal Com- 
missioners can refer to the reports of the District and Head Inspectors which must contain more 
authentic and sure information than I could give. But in the whole course of my ministry there is 
nothing more consoling to me than the zeal and efficiency of the masters and mistresses of these schools 
in imparting religious instruction. At the parochial visitations they present in the church the children 
of their respective schools who are prepared for confirmation; and a laudable rivalry animates both 
pupils and teachers to have their school get the highest place in the searching examination to which 
all are subjected. Ihe zealous co-operation of the clergy with the teachers in this part of their duty 
so dovefopes catechetical instruction that it resembles more a course of theology. Parish priests have 
borne most favourable testimony to me of the moral and religious improvement of youth, chiefly 
evidenced by the frequentation of the sacraments. Being well instructed in tbe truths of religion, and 
gathered together under the immediate control of their clergy, they are easily formed to the habits 
and observances of a Christian life. If I were to point out any National schools, besides those under 
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the direction of religious, which deserve special commendation, I should name some of the workhouse 
schools, and especially those of the Killarney Union. 

There are in the diocese three schools conducted by Christian Brothers. It is unnecessary to speak 
of them, as their superiority is admitted by all. In 1854 a Christian Brothers’ school was established 
in Tralee in place of a National school. The attendance at the National school used to be, if I am 
correctly informed, less than 200. The attendance at the Christian Brothers’ school is over 600. 
The superior of that school informed me that in one year he placed ninety boys in lucrative situations, 
and I know some of their pupils who are now employed as reporters and editors on the press. 

As I have to thank God that there is no model school in the diocese, I am saved the necessity ot 
making any further comment on the management or efficiency of these institutions.

SIX REPLIES TO PRECEDING CIRCULAR* 


1 From the Most Rev. Dr. Kieran, Roman Catholic Archbishop of Armagh. 

Dundalk, October 23rd, 1868. 

Gentlemen— In reply to your communication of the 19th instant, I beg to say that it will not be 
convenient for' me to appear in person before the Commissioners who have been appointed by Her 
Majesty to make inquiry into the state of primary education in Ireland rhe opinions I entertain on 
this question wore expressed fourteen years ago before a Committee of the House of Lords, and to 
the ODinions which I expressed on that occasion I still adhere. My conviction at that time was, as it 
is now that there are defects in the present or National system of education which must prevent it 
from giving satisfaction to the Catholic clergy and people of Ireland. I may state that one of these 
defects is the practical exclusion from its schools and books of the religion to which the great majority 
of the children belong. The Catholic clergy cannot admit that what is called our common Christianity 
/If . uch a thing there bn), is sufficient to train up a child in the way he should go. In their opinion, 
education is deprived of what constitutes its chief value, when it does not include sufficient provision 
for the teaching of religion, and the employment of the agencies which seem to them best calculated 
make ' the satatay ^ewei of religion tell practically on the heart. _ They believe that at a time of 
life when the mind is most susceptible and most tenacious of impressions, and m the process by which 
its faculties are cultivated and developed, religion should exert the influences which properly belong 
to it, and that any system of education in which it is not permitted to do this, cannot fulfil the ends 
for which education is mainly given. , T , j t • * 

Holding these opinions in common with the other prelates and clergy of Ireland, I am anxious to 
see the denominational system substituted in place of the present National system The denomina- 
tional system deprived of the religious influences which might be engrafted on it, is the one which

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prevails in the greater part of Ireland. The rules by which the National schools are governed, and 
the books used in these schools have been framed and compiled for a system ot education which can 
be hardly said to exist in three of the provinces of Ireland, and which exists in the fourth only to a 
very limited extent. Whilst efficient means are taken to provide protection for the religion of 
Protestant children in schools which a Protestant child never enters, the Catholic children who 
attend these schools arc left without the religious help which their pastors consider most desirable, 
if not absolutely necessary for them. 

Those who desire to see this state of things continued seem to be influenced by the hope that the 
mixed system — bringing Protestant and Catholic children together at a period of life exempt from 
prejudice and strong passion — will lay the foundation for kind feeling and friendly intercourse 
between them in after years. It must be confessed that the only part of Ireland in which the mixed 
system prevails to any extent does not afford any grounds to justify such a hope. .No one will attempt 
to say that the people of Ulster, disgraced as it is by periodical and sanguinary riots, in which we see 
Catholics arrayed against Protestants, are better educated or better conducted than the people of the 
rest of Ireland. 

I may venture to add that there is no question in which greater regard should be paid to the 
feelings and desires of the people than the question of education, involving as it does for them 
interests of a most sacred and important character. The Catholic clergy and people of Ireland have 
no objection to the adoption by the State of every means it considers necessary to educate its subjects 
for the efficient discharge of the duties of civil life, and provide an abundant supply of competent 
candidates for the various departments of its service. But this point once secured, the control of the 
State over education should go no further. How far the religion of Catholic children should be 
introduced into their education is a matter which might be safely left to the discretion of their 
legitimate pastors, whose loyalty has stood the most severe tests, and who have never failed to 
denounce the enemies of order and the disturbers of the public peace, though often certain that 
they would incur great odium and much unpopularity by taking such a course. What they now 
demand, as far as regards education for the people intrusted to their care, has been already granted 
to the Catholics of England and the Catholics in many of the colonies. The concession of the same 
favour to us would strengthen our attachment to the laws and constitution under which wo live, and 
cut up one root of the discontent which casts its shadow over Ireland.

Gentlemen., — I beg leave, very respectfully, to acknowledge your esteemed favour of the 19th 
instant, in which you solicit my views and wishes on the matter of primary education, either per- 
sonally or by some one who would represent me before the Commission. I cannot avail myself of 
the privilege of expressing my views and wishes personally before the Commission ; but, whilst 
thus prevented from expressing myself personally before you, gentlemen, I have no hesitation in 
stating that his Eminence Cardinal Cullen fully represents my views and wishes on primary educa- 
tion; Though I cannot appear personally before you, gentlemen ; yet, I will avail myself of the favour 
you have conferred upon me, of expressing, in writing, my advice and counsel, in the following obser- 
vations on the National system of education. There are some general principles to be kept in view 
in forming an accurate estimate of the merits or demerits of any system of National education. 

1. That a system of education should be truly National in its character. It should be suited to the 
peculiar educational wants of the country. It should be in accordance with the character, tho genius, 
and the feelings of the nation. It should meet the approbation, and secure the cordial co-operation 
of the recognised religious instructors of the nation.

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2 It should be based on religion; be in perfect harmony witli the relipous teacMng devotions, 
and feelings of tbe people for whose benefit it is instituted ; hence it should not m any department

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5th. — The duties of patrons oblige us to adopt the same conclusion. Some patrons will be found 
faithful to theirtrusts, who will never allow any undue influence to be exercised over the children 
for the purpose of Proselytism. But I regret to state that very many will be found unfaithful to 
their promises. The experience of the last fifty years has confirmed this conviction on the minds of 
the Catholics of Ireland, consequently, they never look with a favourable eye on schools under the 
patronage of persons differing from them in religion. What was done before may be done again. 
There is no constitutional guarantee that by-laws injurious to the interests of their religion, may not 
receive the sanction of a Board. Acts of Parliament are the only recognised safeguards of Catholics. 

Hence I conclude from the consideration of the five essential elements of primary education that 
in Ireland it should be denominational, in order to promote the interests of learning, religion, and 
social happiness, and satisfy the equitable demands of the vast majority of the nation. Now let us 
consider the mixed system, as illustrated by the working of the National system of education, and I 
feel confident we will come to the same conclusion. We have only to read its history from its first 
institution, to learn how opposed it is in principle, and how obnoxious in practice to the vast majority 
of those for whose benefit it was established. On how many occasions have the Catholic bishops of 
Ireland spoken and written against it ? What strenuous and successful efforts havq not themselves 
and their clergy made against the model schools ? On their general meetings how frequently have they 
remonstrated against it? Have they not addressed Mr Cardwell, the Chief Secretary, in a memorial 
enumerating the many grievances of the system, and are not most of those grievances as yet unre- 
dressed V Have not exceptions been taken against the constitution of the Board on very many 
occasions? Were not the bishops obliged to adopt the most strenuous measures in reference to the 
training schools ? Has not the National Board lost many of the strongholds of education in the 
country during the last twenty years ? Have not many towns been lost which would have been re- 
tained if the Board had been denominational? How frequently have the school books been made 
grounds of complaint ? How often have managers been charged as guilty of unscrupulous efforts at 
proselytism? And in how many instances have not the charges been brought home against them? 
Can the Catholic community ever forget the changes made in the system at a time when famine smote 
the land, and when proselytism held forth the mess of pottage as the price of apostacy ? These 
facts, gentlemen, are history, and such history has made the indelible impression on the Catholic 
mind of Ireland, that no other than a denominational system of education will ever be efficient in 
Ireland in diffusing learning, and maintaining the interests of morality, religion, and social happi- 
ness amongst the people. A religious Bystem of primary educatiou must, of necessity, in a country 
constituted as Ireland is, be denominational. Its very constitution requires it. Its Board, its train- 
ing schools, its patrons, demand it to give them efficiency in their work, and secure the sympathy of 
the most influential patrons of learning. 

As you, gentlemen, kindly asked my advice and counsel on the National Board, I respectfully beg 
leave to submit the following observations to your consideration on the training of teachers, their 
classification, and the inspecting of schools. 

On the training and classification of teachers, it appears to me that the teaching powers of the 
masters and mistresses are not sufficiently developed in the course of their training. It appears to 
me that sufficient importance is not attached to the faculty of imparting knowledge to the pupils. 
The majority of pupils frequenting schools of primary education, learn only to spell, read, write, the 
first rules of arithmetic, and the outlines of history and geography. Hence, the teacher should be 
trained to adopt his instruments to the capacity of his pupils. He should not be giving lectures on 
mental philosophy or political economy to children who can merely spell or read. I do not intend to 
depreciate the higher branches of knowledge, nor do I wish to be understood as confining the literary 
and scientific accomplishments of the teachers to the merely olementavy subjects. But 1 mean to say 
that the faculty of imparting instruction in teaching spelling, reading, writing, and arithmetic, together 
with the outlines of history and geography, should be considered a matter of the greatest importance 
in the training of the teacher, no matter how highly qualified the teacher may he in literature and 
science, it will be of little avail unless he be able to impart the necessary information to his pupils. 

“ Scire tuum nihil esfc nisi te scire hoc sciat alter.” . 

I have observed teachers generally more anxious to advance the grown pupils whilo the little 
children, who required special, care and attention, were left to the desultory efforts of some school- 
fellows, totally unfit and unqualified for teaching. The general impression amongst teachers is that their 
literary and scientific qualifications alone will be taken into consideration in their classification whilst 
their teaching powers will be almost entirely overlooked. It is of the greatest consequence at the 
present time to devote special attention to the very young children frequenting primary schools, for 
they are removed at so early an age from school that without this special care and attention they will 
be doomed to ignorance during their lives. Some teachers spend themselves on the advanced pupils 
whose intelligence will gain the approbation of the Inspector. And if the teacher be himself 
preparing for an examination, he is teaching perhaps to qualify himself for a higher qualification, 
and. his teaching is confined to those subjects that may be more useful to himself than profitable to his 
pupils. I know there are many admirable exceptions to this general rule. Then it appears to me 
from the experience of the last twenty years that the teaching powers of masters and mistresses have 
not been sufficiently developed in the training schools of the National Board. And I would also wish 
that in the inspection of schools this essential quality of an efficient teacher should be attended to ; his 
promotion, when once he has got a school, should depend -more on his efficiency in teaching than on 
his literary and scientific qualifications. It appears to me that the Inspector should hear the teacher 
instruct each class ; take note of his manner with his pupils, his zeal for order and regularity, the 
kind of knowledge he brings to bear on the respective classes, the tact with which he teaches, the 
judgment and discretion he shows in suiting liis questions to the capacity of his pupils ; the attention 
he pays in correcting the faults in learning, moral conduct, and habits of negligence in his pupils. 
The Inspector will thus form a very accurate idea of the teaching powers of the master ; he can then 
probably, not before the children, point out his faults and defects in teaching and manners. 
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I have one observation to make in reference to female teachers; but, in making this observation, I 
do not wish to detract from their many virtues and devoted zeal, but it struck me, and I have heard 
others make the same observation, that many female teachers have exhibited great vanity of dress, 
much more than their circumstances would warrant or their position would justify ; such a display of 
dress and manners would have a very injurious effect on their pupils, and, consequently, I think it is 
an evil to be guarded against; in the training of female teachers neatness and cleanliness axe 
particularly indispensable in female education, whilst vanity of dress is opposed to good sense, decent 
economy, and female modesty. 

Allow me, then, gentlemen, to sura up the conclusions I have come to in the foregoing observa- 
tions : — 

1. That the system of primary education for Ireland should be denominational 

2. That the teaching powers of masters and mistresses should be developed with special care m the 

training schools, and that their classification at all times, but particularly when they are teaching, 
should, in a very great measure depend on their efficiency of teaching. The proficiency of the 
pupils should be made the standard of their merit. ... , , . 

3 . Female teachers should be made to feel that vanity of dress will elicit the censure of their 
superiors, and that their training should be conducted in such a manner that the female teachers 
would be the models of their pupils in dress, modesty, and virtue. 

I again most respectfully beg to say that Ilis Eminence Cardinal Cullen fully represents my views 
and wishes on the system of primary education.

4. From the Bishop of Kilmore.

Perhaps the Commissioners will allow me to state briefly the conclusions at which I have amved 
after some careful reflection and experience: — 

I. It appears to me first of all, that the State should exercise absolute control over the books of 

secular instruction in all the schools which they subsidize. , . .. 

II. That they should ascertain the results of this teaching by their Inspectors, and regulate the 

amount of help afforded accordingly. . . „ D , , 

III. That in towns and populous neighbourhoods affording materials. for two or more schools, they 

should allow the denominational system, as regards religious teaching to prevail, imposing no 
restrictions in any such schools, except as regards secular teaching. . , . , 

IV. That in neighbourhoods where only one school can find a place, they should govern it by the 
rules of the present National system, as regards religious instruction. 

Such a scheme would yield to the most extreme parties much of what they claim, would satisfy 
all the moderate, and would secure the State against misapplication of its funds, either to no purpose, 
or mischievous ones.

5. From the Bight Rev. Dr. O’Hea, Roman Catholic Bishop of Ross. 

Skibbereen, October 26, 1868. 

Gentlemen, — In reply to your communication of the 19th October, I beg to say that at this season 
of the year a journey to Dublin would to me be most inconvenient. _ , , , 

As to any objections 1 have to the present system of National or primary education, they have been 
more than once embodied in the memorials that were from time to time forwarded by the prelates of 
the Roman Catholic Church of Ireland to the Government of the day. I consider it unnecessary on 
the present occasion to allude to these objections, when it is in the power of the Uoyal Commissioners 
to have recourse to those documents, and to examine the arguments therein put forward by the 
bishops of Ireland in favour of a substantial modification or change m the present system of educa- 
tion, called National. ■ , ... 

1 am ready to acknowledge that it has been a great boon to Ireland, and no small improvement on 
the vicious systems of education which preceded it. Bat owing to its negative character as to 
nationality and to religion, it lias not met the expectations of those to whose care the mass of the 
population of this country is committed. It has not worked as beneficially as it ought, m giving to 

* Since dead. 
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the youth of Ireland that sound religious and literary education which, for the welfare of the country, 
it ought to be the study of its rulers ever to inculcate. It has ignored the antecedents of our 
country, its history, and its religion. Like many other institutions of which we do complain, it has 
neglected the interests-of the majority in order to foster the advancement of the minority. The 
framing of its rules, and the modifying of them, has been left to the caprice, sometimes to the bigotry, 
of its Commissioners. It even encouraged that great curse of our distracted country— proselytism. 
The Catholics of Ireland have many charges against the system, and it is only by introducing into it 
radical changes that it can be rendered palatable to those who take a deep interest m the morals, 
religion, and social welfare of the youth of the country. Some of . those changes have been already 
pointed out to the Government of the day by the Roman Catholic bishops of Ireland. It is to be 
hoped that due weight will be attached to their representations, and that the question of education, 
will, with the other important questions which agitate the country to its very depths, command the 
serious consideration of both houses of Parliament.

My Dear Lord, — In reply to your letter of the 4th of this month, I beg to say that I am not at 
present disposed to offer any evidence orally or in writing, before the Commissioners recently 
appointed to inquire into the state of primary education in Ireland. I hardly need assure your 
lordship of the respect I entertain towards yourself and the eminent men associated with you in this 
Commission. If I respectfully decline to meet the invitation of Her Majesty’s Commissioners, it is 
not for want of a due appreciation of the able and impartial manner in which I have no doubt they 
will discharge the duties laid on them — but upon quite other grounds. I am sure the Commission is 
altogether unnecessary, in so far as it might serve to elicit the opinions of the Catholic Bishops of 
Ireland on the subject of primary education. 

What may have been the special motives of those who advised Her Majesty to issue this Commis- 
sion it is not for me to say. But that they wished, through the medium of such inquiry, to ascertain 
the opinions of the Catholic bishops of Ireland on the subject of primary education cannot for one 
moment be supposed. The opinions of the Catholic prelates on this subject are no secrets to Her 
Majesty’s Advisers any more than to the public at large, having been over and over again published, 
as one might say from the very house-tops — and at this hour of day to ask Catholic bishops to make 
known those opinions seems, I say it with every respect, all one as asking them to make known 
what is already well-known, to re-state for the twentieth time what has been already so often stated to 
no purpose. 

I might say much, if not quite the same tiling, with respect to the other heads of information from 
whomsoever else derivable, falling within the range of inquiry prescribed to the Commissioners. What 
are they to ascertain that is not already well ascertained ? — or that may not, at least, be ascertained 
with the utmost facility from existing data ? The Report and Evidence presented by the Endowed 
Schools’ Commissioners; the evidence before the select Committees of both Houses of Parliament on 
National education ; the voluminous reports of the Commissioners of National Education and of their 
Inspectors : the parliamentary returns with reference to National education made from time to time 
— these and other authentic documents furnish a body of trustworthy information so ample as to leave 
nothing to be desired for acquiring a thorough knowledge of the state and working of primary educa- 
tion in Ireland, or for introducing such changes in the National system as may be for the public good.

Statement of the Committee of the Church Education Society, setting forth the reasons 
which have up to the present time prevented that Society from placing the Schools-. 
over which they have control in connexion with the National Board. 


Church Education Society for Ireland, 

10, Kildare-street, Dublin, March 19, 1868". 

Gentlemen, 

We have had the honour of receiving your letter of the 29th ultimo, conveying the 
wish of the Commissioners of Primary Education that the Church Education Society 
should furnish a statement of the reasons which have up to the present time prevented 
them from placing the schools over which they have control, in connexion with the 
National Board. 

In reply, we are instructed by the Committee of the Church Education Society to 
state, for the information of the Commissioners, that it is the fundamental principle of 
the Society that in all its schools the Holy Scriptures shall be used in the daily 
instruction of every child in attendance, who is capable of reading. 

The Church Education Society holds that the Scriptures being the divine rule of 
faith and practice, ought to be made an essential part of education, and that not only 
they should be read at certain stated hours, but also that the teachers should be at 
liberty on every suitable occasion to refer to them, whether in administering a reproof 
or enforcing a duty, or illustrating a lesson, and it declines to undertake the education 
of children on any other terms. 

As exemplifying the views of the Society on this point, we beg leave to quote the 
following passage from the Report of the Commissioners appointed to inquire info the 
state of popular education in England, 1861 (vol. i., page 312) : — “The plan of drawing 
a line between religious and secular instruction, and confining the religious instruction 
to particular houi's, would, we believe, be equally unlikely to succeed. The principal 
promoters of education maintain that such a line cannot be drawn, and that every 
subject which is not merely mechanical, such as writing and working sums, but is 
connected with the feelings and conduct of mankind, may and ought to be made the 
occasion of giving religious instruction. They maintain that the religious influence of 
the school depends no less upon the pei’sonal character and example of the teacher, on 
the manner in which he administers discipline, upon the various opportunities which lie 
takes for enforcing religious truth, and on the spirit in which he treats his pupils, and 
teaches them to treat each other, than upon the distinctive religious teaching. 

The views of the Society receive further illustration from the following extract from 
the Report of the Rev. E. P. Arnold, one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Schools, 
addressed to the Committee of Council on Education, 1866, page 24 ‘ The reading 

lesson is certainly by far the most important which a child receives m the way of real 
education. It is an opportunity for moral and religious teaching, for enlarging the mind 
by illustration and explanation, for opening new fields of knowledge m the geographical 
and historical illusions which are scattered through the lesson. In the hands of a good 
teacher, a reading lesson to a first class, given without hurry in a class-room, or a quiet 
school, should be the most interesting, instructive, and educating lesson of the day. 

He should point out to the children the points to be imitated and 
admired in the characters and conduct of the persons about whom, they are reading. 

These principles cannot be carried out in schools in connexion with the National 
Board. That Board, requires, as a condition of granting aid, that “all children are to 
have full power to withdraw from religious instruction, if their parents direct them so to 
do, and the reading of the Scriptures comes within the rules as to religious instruction 
(Rules and Regulations, part i., sec. 4, 10, 14). Nor does it permit any incidental 
reference to be made to the Sacred Scriptures during the hour set apart for literary 
instruction,* although the reading books prepared for the use of the advanced classes 
in National Schools abound with lessons which afford the teachers most suitable oppoi- 


tunities for doing so.t 

* See observations of the Commissioners on a memorial to the Lord Lieutenant from the Bishop and certain of the

t¥he reading books prepared by the National Board contain lessons in Natural History, Manufactures, Political 
Economy, the British Constitution, the Industrial Resources of Ireland, and a copious review of the mineral, vegetable, 


Economy, the Briti 
and animal kingdoi 
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The Church Education Society concurs in a statement of the Board of National 
Education, respecting qualifications and duties of the “teachers,” that they “should be 
persons of Christian sentiment,” and that “they should not only possess the art of 
communicating knowledge, but be capable of moulding the mind of youth ; and of giving 
to the power which education confers a useful direction.” — (Buies and Regulations 
part i. sec. 11.) But the Society cannot admit that this duty can be properly fulfilled if, 
in “moulding the mind” of those whom they educate, they are forbidden to refer to the 
Sacred Scriptures. 

In the desire to extend as widely as possible the blessings of a Scriptural and 
secular education, the Society opens its schools to children who are not members of the 
United Church of England and Ireland without requiring them to learn the Church 
formularies. 

The members of the Society are painfully sensible of the great disadvantages which 
adherence to their principles has so long entailed on their schools, by depriving them 
of all share in the large funds appropriated by the State for primary education ; and, 
independently of such considerations, they feel, and have always felt, that it was their 
duty to co-operate with the Government in that important work, if they could do so 
consistently with the higher duty of giving to the Word of God its proper place in their 
schools.

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Tlie following are tlie fundamental “ laws and rules 
of the Society, as to its objects and principles — 

I. Fundamental Laws. 

I. The name of the society shall be “ The Church 
Education Society for Ireland.” 

II. The objects of the Society are, to assist schools at 
present existing in the country, and to establish new 
schools, on an improved system, for the purpose of 
affording to the children of the Church instruction in 
tlie Holy Scriptures, and in the Catechism, and other 
formularies of the Church, under the direction of the 
bishops and parochial clergy, and under tlie tuition of 
teachers who are members of tlie "United Church of 
England and Ireland. 

III. The Society will supply its schools with copies 
of the Holy Scriptures in the Authorized Version, or 
integral portions thereof, which shall be used in the 
daily instruction of every child in attendance who is 
capable of reading ; and no other version of the Holy 
Scriptures shall be used in tlie Society’s schools. 

IV. The schools of the Society shall be open to all 
children whatsoever belonging to the palish in which 
the school may be situated, and having the parochial 
minister’s approbation for attending it ; and no child 
shall be excluded on account of the inability of its 
parents to pay for its instruction. 

V. In order to accomplish the object stated in tlie 
second law, the Society will use the following means : — 
1st. It will connect itself closely with all the diocesan 
education societies existing in the country, and en- 
deavour to promote the formation of others, where none 
have been as yet established, and it will maintain a 
confiding and co-operative intercourse with them all. 
2ndly. It will establish and maintain a model and 
training school for the education of teachers, supply 
suitable books and other school requisites for tlie use of 
schools established by it, and assist in furnishing and 
.repairing school-houses. 3rdly. It will promote the 
formation aud further the maintenance of an efficient 
and stated inspection of the schools assisted or estab- 
lished by it. 

VI. The funds that are now, or may hereafter be- 
come available, within their respective districts, to the 
several diocesan education societies, may be applied, 
under the direction of their respective committees, to 
the support of schools in which the Holy Scriptures, 
in the Authorized Version, are daily read by all the 
children in attendance who are capable of reading ; but 
they shall be required to transmit annually to the com- 
mittee of tliis Society a statement, in detail, of then- 
receipts and expenditure, in order to its being embodied 
in the general report. 

VII. Such of the archbishops and bishops of the 
United Church of England aud Ireland as shall be 
pleased to accept the office, shall be Presidents of the 
Society, and ax-oj}icio members of the committee ; and 
such of the deans aud archdeacons of the same as shall 
accept the office, together with such lay noblemen and 
gentlemen (members of the Society) as shall be named 
to the committee by the presidents, shall be vice-presi- 
dents thereof ; every beneficed or licensed clergyman 
subscribing £1 annually, either to the general or dio- 
cesan fund, shall be a member ; every member of the 
United Church of England and Ireland subscribing 
£10 at one time to the general fund of the Society, 
shall be a member for life ; aud every lay member of 
the Church subscribing £1 annually to the same, shall 
be a Member of the Society for and during the year 
for which his subscription is paid; the Presidents, 
Vice-Presidents, and Members to have the privilege of 

. voting at all annual or special general meetings of the 
members of this Society. 

VIII. An annual meeting of the members of the 
Society shall be held in Dublin, on such day as the 
committee shall appoint, when the proceedings of the 
foregoing year shall be reported ; a statement of the 
accounts, not only of tlie Society itself, but of each 

■ diocesan society in connexion with it, shall be pre- 
sented ; and the managing committee, treasurers, hon- 
orary secretaries, and auditors, for the ensuing year 


elected. Fourteen clear days’ notice of such meeting 
to be transmitted specially, in writing, by the secreta- 
ries to the presidents, and notified by advertisement in 
at least two of tlie Dublin newspapers, to the vice- 
presidents and members of the Society at large ; and 
nothing shall be brought before, or discussed at such 
annual meeting, but what is immediately connected 
with the report, and appointment of the committee 
and officers, as aforesaid. 

IX. A special general meeting of the members of 
the Society may be called at any time, on the requisi- 
tion of any one of the presidents; or of five of the 
vice-presidents, three of whom at the least shall be 
clergymen ; or of tlie committee ; or of one-fourth of 
the diocesan committees, on addressing a letter, duly 
signed, to the secretaries, distinctly specifying the ob- 
ject of the meeting. Fourteen clear days’ notice of 
such meeting, and of the purpose for which it is called, 
to be transmitted specially, in writing, by the secreta- 
ries to the presidents of the society, and. to the com- 
mittees of the different diocesan societies in con- 
nexion with it, and notified by advertisement in at 
least two of the Dublin newspapers, to the rice-presi- 
dents and members of the society at large ; and no 
other matters shall be brought before, or discussed at 
such meeting, than those for which it has been thus 
specially called. 

X. Five trustees, one of whom, at least, shall be a 
president of the Society, shall be elected from among 
tlie life members, at a special general meeting, duly 
summoned for that purpose ; they shall hold their office 
for life, unless removed by tlie vote of a special general 
meeting ; and any vacancies which may occur in their 
body shall be filled up by the vote of the members of 
the Society, at the annual meeting next ensuing. All 
property in land or houses, of which the society may 
from time to time become possessed, shall be vested in 
the trustees for its use. 

XI. A number of clerical lnembers of the Society, 
resident in Dublin or its vicinity, not exceeding six- 
teen ; and a number of lay members of the society, 
also residing in or near Dublin, not exceeding fifteen ; 
together with the members of the several diocesan 
committees, shall constitute tlie managing committee 
of the Society, five of whom shall form a quorum ; 
such committee to be elected in the first instance, by 
the votes of the several diocesan committees, signifying 
the same by resolution passed in committee, duly sum- 
moned for that purpose ; and after the first year by 
the members assembled at the general annual meetings 
of the society. 

yTT Two or more honorary secretaries, one of 
whom may be a layman, one or more treasurers, and 
three lay auditors, only one of whom shall be a mem- 
ber of the committee, shall be appointed from among 
the members of the Society, in the same way as is 
directed for the appointment of the committee by the 
foregoing law. 

XIII. The committee shall have power to fill such 
vacancies as may occur in their own body in the inter- 
vals between the annual general meetings of the Society, 
and to elect from among the members of the Society a . 
stipendiary assistant-secretary, and such other subordi- 
nate officers as they shall deem necessary ior conducting 
the affairs of the Society ; subject to the approval of 
the members of the Society assembled at tlie first an- 
nual general meeting next ensuing such appointments. ! 

XIV. All orders of, or drafts for, payments on ac- 
count of the Society, shall be signed, in committee, by. 
the chairman and two other members thereof ; and a 
copy of each such order or draft, with the names of 
the parties who signed it, shall be entered 011 the 
minutes of the proceedings of the committee. 

XV. The committee shall have its own proceedings, 
and also tlie accounts of the Society, entered in sepa- 
rate books, to be kept for 1 that purpose ; and, in like 
manner, the proceedings of the Society, at any of its 
gener al meetings, shall be entered in another book, to 
be kept for that purpose ; all which books shall be at 
all times open to the inspection of the presidents, 
vice-presidents, and members of the society. 
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XVI. None of the laws of the Society shall be 
altered or repealed, nor shall any new law be enacted, 
except at a special general meeting, called for that 
purpose by requisition, as specified in the 9 th law ; 
and no law shall be considered as altered, repealed, or 
enacted, until confirmed at a subsequent special general 
meeting, convened expressly for that purpose, at a 
clear interval of a month, at least, after the special 
general meeting at which the alteration, repeal, or 
enactment of such law was introduced. 

XVII. No member of the Society shall be entitled, 
by virtue of an annual subscription, to vote at any 
general meeting of the members of the Society, unless 
he shall have been a subscriber, and his name entered 
as such on the books of the Society three clear months 
previous to such meeting. 

II. Terms of Union. 

1. Terms of Union between the Society and Diocesan 
Associations. 

The Church Education Society will receive into 


union all diocesan associations, on the terms set forth 
in its fundamental laws. 

Diocesan associations thus in union may retain all 
funds procured by them, and apply them as they deem 
fit to the establishment of Scriptural schools within 
their respective dioceses, and the payment of the sala- 
ries of all teachers employed by them. 

The Church Education Society will assist — 1st. In 
defraying the expense attendant on the training of 
teachers : 2ndly. In establishing a model school in 
each diocese : 3rdly. In securing suitable inspection. 


2. Terms of Union between the Society and Schools. 

1. The Society will receive into union schools in 
connexion with diocesan associations. 

Patrons wishing to connect their schools with the 
Society may make direct application to the secretary 
of the central Society in Dublin, should there not be 
a diocesan association.

The society ■will grant books and school recpiisites 
to the schools thus in union. 

On the 27th May, 1863, the following resolutions 
were passed 


“ That no further free grants in books and other requisites be 
made by the central society to any diocese or school ; and that no 
running account be kept in future with the Kildare-plncc society. 

“That a grant at the rate of ten shillings per school, or such 
amount as the funds will admit, be annually made, for the purpose 
of inspection to such of the diocesan committees as are not visited 
by the official inspector of the central society ; and that if any 
diocesan committee shall have already provided, and continue to 
provide satisfactorily for inspection, liberty shall he given to apply 
the grant to the purchase of school requisites for the schools in the 
diocese." 

The society will further assist those schools which 
not only observe the foregoing conditions, but also 
adopt the mechanical system recommended by the 
society, and exhibited in its model schools : — 

1st. In fitting up the school-rooms. 

2nd. In giving gratuities to the teachers, as far as 
its funds will permit.

In the boys’ and girls’ schools, children in Classes VI., V., and IV. pay 2 \d. per week, or two shillings and 
six pence per quarter; children in Class III. pay 1| d. per week, or one shilling and six pence a quarter ; and 
those in Classes II. and L, with the infants, pay 1 cl. a week, or one shilling a quainter. 

Those not able to pay from want of employment, sickness, or large and poor families, are admitted free on 
application to the chaplain. 

The poorer children in the head classes pay only one shilling a quarter.

Qualifications of Candidates. 

— The primary object of 
early education is to cultivate in children religious principles 
and moral sentiments ? to awaken in their tender minds a sense 
of their evil dispositions and habitual, failings, before they 
become callous by daily intercourse with vice— to lead them 
to the Saviour ; to accustom them to trace the hand of their 
heavenly Father in His works of providence and grace ; and 
to impress them with the truth that His eye is ever upon 
them j since, such is the primary object — an object which, if 
unattempted, early education is valueless— the Committee 
consider that in addition to an unimpeachable and moral 
character, sincere piety is indispensable ; indeed without it 
they think no teacher can be fitted for the work. 

II. Natural disposition and abilities — There are certain 
qualifications of temper to be looked' for in the teacher of 


children. The power of sympathy is felt by all, but its 
effect upon children is almost, incalculable; on this account 
an animated lively manner', tempered by self-possession, and a 
cheerful good humour combined with gentle firmness, are very 
important. ' To these should be added, that natural fondness 
for children, which leads to a participation in all their little 
pleasures' and pains, and bears patiently with their infirmi- 
ties and ill-humours. It is also particulary necessary that 
Infant school teachers should possess besides an aptitude to 
teach, the ability to draw out and direct the powers of chil- 
dren, a quickness of perception to see the effect of the in- 
struction they are giving, and a readiness in availing them- 
selves of accidental circumstances to awaken moral senti- 
ment, or draw out some intellectual faculty.

in connexion with the National Board.” In reply I beg leave, on behalf of the 
Christian Brothers, to state there is no objection whatever to give the information 

S0U fhe great object which the Institute of Christian Brothers proposed to itself is the 
education of youth, especially the poor, according to the spirit and principles ot the 
Catholic Church. . . 

The motive which induced the members of the Institute to engage m so respon- 
sible and arduous an undertaking was the deplorable ignorance of the children ot 
the poor, resulting from the penal enactments of times past affecting the education 
of Catholics. . . T , , . • , -> 

In devising a System of Education to carry out their object, the Brothers were guided 
by the conviction that they should ever keep prominently before the mind of youth the 
supernatural end of their creation, and that their sojourn m tins world is but a piepara- 
tion for the next ; consequently that education in its true and proper sense should not 
be limited to secular instruction alone, but must extend to and include, because oi its 
paramount importance, the religious also. They therefore determined on a scheme ot 
education, in which the religious element should be the leading feature. _ 

The system of the National Board is based on a very different principle. It a ives 
to secular instruction the first and chief place. The rules of the Bo^d do not 
allow a religious emblem to be exposed m the school-room, and the incidental teaching 
of Catholic doctrine is directly prohibited ; while in the non-vested schools the 
inculcation of Catholic religious truth, even at the tune set ap^t for leli^ous 
instruction, is altogether excluded, if the patrons so desire it. It is for the B^ionso 
Managers to determine whether any, and if any, what religious mstruction should be 
given in the school-room,” thus practically teaching the chi len , _

Board,— a power which, enables the said Commissioners and Lord Lieutenant to enact 
laws that may be completely at variance with the principles of the Christian Brothers, 
and to which laws, consequently, they could never submit. 

When the National system was first introduced into this country, some friends of the 
Institute, for whose opinions the Brothers entertained very great respect, recommended 
them to avail themselves of the pecuniary advantages winch the new system offered ; and 
accordingly some five or six of their establishments were placed m connexion with the 
Board of Education Willing to give the system the fullest trial, the Brothers continued 
this connexion for a few years; but, finding the conditions and restrictions it imposed 
would ultimately prove fatal to the main object of their Institute, a special meeting 
of the Brothers was held in the year 1S36 on the subject, at which it was resolved, 
after mature deliberation, to withdraw the schools from connexion with the Board. 

Finally As the Institute of Christian Brothers was established solely for the educa- 
tion of Catholic youth ; as the primary object of the Brothers is the religious instruction 
of their pupils ; and, as the experience of more than sixty years attests the fact that 
the system which they have devised is, in their judgment, the best adapted to the end 
proposed for these reasons the Christian _ Brothers considered that they ought not 
continue in connexion with a system which is based upon so different a principle, ana 
which they believe to be unsuited to the true educational requirements of a Catholic 
population.

Paragraph 1. — Brief Account of the Origin, Founders, Date, and Place of Establish- 
ment of Community, with Extracts from the Pules, or the Constitution of the 
Order, in reference to the Ob.tects and Duties of the Community in the matter of 
Education. 


Origin of the Institute. — The Institute of Christian 
Brothers was founded in the city of Waterford, in 
the year 1802, by Mi\ Edmond Rice, a native of Callan, 
in the county Kilkenny. 

Mi - . Rice had succeeded liis uncle, who was a wealthy 
merchant in the city of Waterford, and had realized 
a considerable property in trade before he thought of 
founding an institution for the education of youth. 
Towards the close of the last century (about the year 
1793) he first conceived the idea of retiring from busi- 
ness and spending the remainder of his days in reli- 
gious retirement in the Eternal city — his brother John 
had already gone there to study for the Church. 

The long-continued operation of the penal laws in 
this country in prohibiting all Catholic education had 
reduced the lower classes of the population to extreme 
ignorance, and their sad condition, resulting from that 
ignorance, had enlisted for them the sympathy of many 
benevolent individuals. The education of the female 
poor of Waterford had been provided for by the estab- 
lishment of convent schools in that city, but no pro- 
vision of a similar kind as yet existed for the boys. 

Under these circumstances Mr. Rice considered that 
much good might be done by opening a school for the 
instruction of that class of neglected children, and, 
therefore, seriously deliberated with himself whether 
it would not be more advantageous to religion and 
more conducive to tbe salvation of souls that he should 
remain in Waterford for that object rather than cany 
out his first idea of embracing a life of complete seclu- 
sion. He felt himself strongly inclined to the instruc- 
tion of the poor in consequence of the number of boys 
whom he daily met wandering about the streets and 
the suburban roads of the city in idleness and its usual 
attendant, vice. 

Before coming to a decision in a case of such im- 
portance, Mr. Rice consulted some confidential friends 


of great experience (amongst others the Right Rev. Dr. 
Lanigan, then Bishop of Ossory), and after laying before 
them all his doubts and difficulties, he requested them 
to consider the matter, and give him the benefit of 
then- opinion. Having thus maturely considered the 
question and recommended it earnestly to God, he 
finally determined, with the advice of the friends above 
referred to, to abandon his original intention of going 
to Rome, and devote himself unreservedly to the in- 
struction of the poor of Waterford. 

Extracts from the “ Rules ” in reference to- 
the Objects and Duties of the Community in 
the matter of Education. 

Object of the Institute. — “ The object or end for which 
Mi\ Rice founded the Institute of Christian Brothers, 
was, the education of male children, especially the poor, 
according to the principles and teachings of the Catholic 
Church.” 

Spirit of the Institute. — “ The Brothers should recol- 
lect that the instruction of poor children is the great 
object of their institute and for which, through the 
mercy of God, it has been particularly raised up ; they 
should always teach them gratis, contenting themselves 
with the glorious recompense promised to all, ‘ who in- 
struct many unto justice.’ ” (Dan. xii. 3.) 

Order and Regularity. — ‘ 1 The Brothers should use- 
their endeavours that order and regularity be kept up 
in their schools, and particularly that silence, the foun- 
dation of both, be observed : hence they will ever give 
the scholars in their own persons an example in this, 
particular." 

Subjects Taught. — “They shall teach the children 
in the way of science such tilings as are befitting them. 
They are however to have the Brother Director’s per- 
mission for teaching such subjects as are not ordinarily 
taught in the schools of the Institute.” 
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So 


The following is the classification of studies pursued 
in the schools as comprehended under the foregoing 
yule ; — Reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic, geo- 
graphy, English grammar, dictation, elements of com- 
position, history, book-keeping, geometry, mcnsuiution, 
linear and architectural drawing, algebra, trigono- 
metry, navigation, and the elementsof natural pli ilosophy. 

Forming the Pupils to Piety. — “ But above all 
things the Brothers are to recollect that the instruction 
of the children in piety and religion is the great and 
main end of their Institute. This is to be their first 
and principal care in regard to their pupils. They 
will therefore instinct them in the duty of morning 
and evening prayer, and the other obligations of a 
Christian life. They null in a special manner instinct 
them how they are to dispose themselves for receiving 
worthily the Sacraments of Penance and the Holy 
Eucharist ; and shall moreover he careful that the 
children he instructed in the Christian Doctrine for 
lmlf an hour each day of school, and in explaining the 
several ports of it, they are to speak in a simple and 
familiar manner, adapting their language to the age 
and capacity of their hearers, avoiding everything 
abstruse or difficult, which might embarrass themselves 
or the children.’’ 

Correction of the Scholars. — “ The Brothers shall be 
ever watchful that, in correcting the. scholars, they be 
never prompted by any emotion of passion or impa- 
tience, so that the scholara may always sec that the 
correction is given because they deserve it, and because 
it is necessary for their amendment.” 

“ They shall never apply a contemptuous or injurious 


name to any of the children, nor allow them to do so 
to each other ; they shall novel- call them by any but 
then proper names." 

Tnspectors of Schools.— 11 The Brother Director of 
each house is to he the ordinary inspector of the 
school or schools depending on the house of which he 
has the charge. He shall watch over them, and sen 
that all things be properly conducted, and, above all, 
that silence and regularity be duly observed.” 

Visitor op Schools. 

Duties of his Office.— The Brother who is appointed 
to the office of visitor is to examine— 

Firstly— “ If the children are taught the ordinary 
prayers, the commandments of Gcd, and of the Church, 
and the principal mysteries of religion ; if the Catechism 
is explained to the children in a manner suited to their 
age and capacity; if the more advanced scholars 
understand it; and if the school prayers are recited in 
a l-espectful manner.” 

Secondly — “ If the children are properly classified ; 
what is their proficiency in reading and spelling, in 
writing, in arithmetic, in bookkeeping, in English 
grammar, hi geography, and in the other branches 
taught in the schools ; if the writing and arithmetic 
papers ore clean and neatly written ; what is the 
number of scholars in each school, and what is the 
order and discipline of it.” 

Thirdly — “ What is the state and condition of the 
school buildings and premises, and if each school is 
sufficiently supplied with the necessary furniture and 
appliances, such as maps, slates, black-boards, &c. 


J.OHAPH 2. — Constitution of the Order aa to Qualification and Admission of 
Members, poriod of Noviciate, Outlines of Course of Training and Instruction for 
the Duties of Teaching ; Scheme of Government— general and branch ; Means of 


Support of the Community. 

The Admission op Members — Qualifications, tfec. 

Qualifications. — Members are usually admitted be- 
tween the ages of fifteen and twenty-five years. They 
should be of decent families, of irreproachable character, 
and must he recommended by a clergyman, or by one 
of the Brothers, to either of whom they must he per- 
sonally known. Called to live in community, and to be 
engaged in the work of instruction, they should have 
social dispositions, sound judgment, and zeal, together 
with sufficient knowledge or capacity to acquire it. 
None are admitted whose parents are heavily in debt, 
whose services are necessary for their families, who 
have been engaged in low employments, or who have 
a delicate constitution, short sight, deafness, or any 
natural deformity. Each postulant is required to 
bring with him a suitable outfit, and to pay at the rate 
of twenty-five pounds a year during the first two years 
of liis probation. 

Period of Probation.— Before being admitted as a 
life member of the Institute each candidate must un- 
dergo a probation of at least eleven years. 

Outline of Instruction of Candidates. — During the 
early stages of their course, the novices are under the 
immediate direction of a novice master who gives them 
daily regular instructions on their various duties, and 
trains them to discharge with efficiency the obligations 
of tlieir state ; they likewise receive from him and from 
other members of the community, regular lectures on 
the different branches usually taught in the schools ; 
the novices themselves also devote a considerable por- 
tion of each day to the study of these subjects, and 
they are obliged to lecture each other alternately upon 
them, under the immediate superintendence of their 
master, in order to train them to give similar lectures 
when they are placed in charge of a school. 

Qualifications necessary for Life Members. — Each 
candidate during his course of probation is informed 
of the standard of qualification he is expected to attain, 
and is advised to devote the hours for study appointed 
by his ride in preparing himself for his final examina-

Scheme of Government — General and 
Branch. 

General . — The institute is governed by one Superior-. 
General, with two assistants, who form his council. 
He is charged with tbe government of the whole 
body, and must inform himself at regular intervals 
of the condition and discipline of each house, and 
of the state of efficiency of the schools depending on it, 
that he may see if all things are carried on according to 
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established rule, and in conformity with the spirit of the 
Institute. 

The Superior-General makes the visitation of all the 
houses at appointed times, either himself in person, or 
by other brothers, his deputies, who report to him the 
result of their visitation. 

JSranch . — The Superior-General appoints the local 
superiors or directors of the various branch establish- 
ments of idle Institute. 

They are responsible for the management of the 


houses over which they are placed, and of the schools 
depending on them, and are bound to render to the 
Superior, at stated periods, an account of their adminis- 
tration. 

Means of Support of the Community. 

The greater number of the establishments of the 
Institute are chiefly dependent for support on the 
voluntary contributions of idle localities in which they 
are respectively situated.

Rules to be observed in tbe English Schools on the foundation of tbe Governors of 
tbe Schools founded by Erasmus Smith, esq. 


1. School shall he open at half-past nine on every 
■week-day, and shall close at three on every day, 
except Saturday, on which day it shall close at one 
o’clock. 

2. The roll shall he called at ten o'clock on every 
morning, and, immediately afterwards, the teacher 
shall enter in the report book, the numbers then 
present. 

3. On every day all children who have attained a 
suitable proficiency, shall read to the teacher a 
chapter in the Bible. The teacher shall examine 
the children as to their understanding what they 
have read, explaining the sense in plain language, 
without entering into controversial or abstruse 
matters. 

4. The Bible shall be used for religious instruction 
only, and not for the purpose of teaching to spell or 
to read. 

5. The children whose parents are members of the 
Church, shall be instructed on at least one day in 
every week in the catechism of the Church of Eng- 
land, and no other catechism shall be taught or ad- 
mitted into the school : the attendance of the children 
of other denominations, on this occasion, shall be as 
their parents may direct. 

6. No child under the age of six years shall be ad- 
mitted. 

7. Parents or friends of children shall not interfere 
in the course of education in any manner whatever, 
except as before specified in rule 5. 

8. No books shall be admitted into the school but 
such as shall be approved of by the governors. 

9. A roll, register, and report book, according to 
the form prescribed by such model school as the go- 
vernors may approve, are to be kept by each master 
and mistress, and an abstract of the same, certified by 
the clergyman of the parish, is to be transmitted half- 
yearly, as has been usual, to the Registrar. The roll, 
register, and report book, are to be kept in the school, 
for the purpose of being examined and checked by 
the inspector. Any child absent one month (except 
from illness) is to be struck off the roll, and not to bo 
re-entered without the sanction of the local patron or 
the superintending clergyman. A list shall be kept 
of the books belonging to the school, containing their 


titles and the number of each ; the list to be renewed 
the first weeks in January and July in each year, and 
a copy thereof to be inserted in each of the half- 
yearly reports. 

10. Three vacations shall be allowed in each year; 
one at Christmas, and one at Easter, of a week each ; 
and one in autumn of a fortnight ; and no other vaca- 
tion to be allowed. The commencement of each to be 
notified by the teachers to the local patron or super- 
intendent. The teacher to inform the inspector, (at 
the Spring inspection), when the autumn vacation 
takes place. 

11. The teachers are to require the children to 
come to school cleanly, and in decent clothes, so far 
as their circumstances will allow ; and they shall not 
permit them to sit down until after due inspection. 

12. Monitors may be appointed by the teachers 
upon the plan pursued in such model schools as the 
governors may approve ; but care is to be taken that 
they be selected upon the grounds of assiduity, good" 
conduct, and superior attainments ; and arrangements 
must be made that their own instruction by the 
teacher shall be properly attended to. 

13. The teacher shall not, on any account whatso- 
ever, permit the school-houses to be used for purposes 
not connected with the business of the schools, except 
when licence for the performance of Divine Service 
shall be granted by the bishop of the diocese, or when 
the sanction of the clergyman of the parish shall be 
obtained for the holding of a Sunday school. 

14. The supply of books and school requisites is to 
be kept up by local funds ; to this object the governors 
are ready to contribute whenever their assistance is 
required ; but in no case will their contribution ex- 
ceed one-half of the sum required. 

15. Any variation from the prescribed hours of 
business or times of vacation, must be made with the 
sanction of the patron or superintendent, and must be 
notified to the governors.

The King’s Most Excellent Majesty. 


The humble petition of the Lord Primate, Lord Chancellor, Archbishops, Noblemen, 
Bishops, Judges, Gentry and Clergy of this your Majesty’s kingdom of Ireland ; 
whose names are hereunto subscribed : 


Humbly Sheweth, 

T ha t in many parts of this kingdom, there are great tracts of mountainy and coarse land, 
of ten, twenty, or thirty miles in length, and of considerable breadth, almost universally 
inhabited by Papists ; and, that in most parts of the same, and more especially in the 
provinces of Leinster, Munster, and Connaught, the Papists far exceed the Protestants, of 
all sorts, in number. 

That the generality of the Popish natives appear to have very little sense or knowledge 
of religion, but what they implicitly take from their clergy, to whose guidance in such 
matters, they seem wholly to give themselves up, and thereby are kept, not only in gross 
ignorance, but in great disaffection to your sacred Majesty, and Government, scarce any 
of them having appeared to be willing to abjure the Pretender to your Majesty’s throne, 
so that if some effectual method be not made use of, to instruct these great numbers of 
people in the principles of religion and loyalty, there seems to bo very little prospect, but 
that superstition, idolatry, and disaffection to your Majesty, and to your royal posterity, 
will, from generation to generation, be propagated amongst them. 

Among the ways proper to be taken for the converting and civilizing of these poor 
deluded people, and bringing them (through the blessing of God) in time, to be good

shall think to he proper ; that the same may he employed, under such rules and direc- 
tions, as your Majesty shall approve of, for the supporting and maintaining such schools, 
as may he erected in the most necessary places, where the children of. the poor may be 
taught gratis. 

And, we are the more encouraged to make this humble application, from' the good suc- 
cess which the same method has already had, and (through God’s blessing) we hope will 
further have, among your Majesty’s subjects of North Britain. And also, in some measure, 
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by what we have seen already done in this kingdom, in some few places, where such 
schools have been erected, and maintained at the private expense of charitable persons. 

We humbly submit ourselves to your Majesty’s great wisdom and goodness, and as in 
duty bound shall ever pray.

clothes, diet, and lodging for them, as to the said Society shall seem meet, until such time 
as they shall judge the said children fit to be put out to trades or services, or other 
employments ; and to allow the said masters and mistresses respectively, such yearly 
wa< r es or salaries, as to them shall seem reasonable and fitting ; together with the benefit 
of school-houses, dwelling-houses, gardens, fields, and other fitting accommodations for the 
said masters and mistresses and children, for the purposes aforesaid, to he hired, taken, 
purchased, and built hy the said Society, according to the exigencies and conveniences of 
the places wherein the said Schools shall be erected.

II., 24th October, 1733, whereby the Lord Lieutenant R«ital of Letters Pataat, 
and other persons therein, and such others as should he nominated and elected m them 7 24 Uctober ' 

place, were appointed a Corporation or body politic, by the name of the Incorporated 
Society in Dublin for promoting English Protestant Schools in Ireland, were made capable 
to receive and enjoy in fee, <foc., lands, manors, &c., not exceeding the clear annual value 
of £2,000, also any sums of money granted or bequeathed to them, and to support English 
Protestant schools therewith, Provided that no lease of lands, &c., should be made or 
executed, but at some general and quarterly meeting, with approbation of President, &c., 
for three lives or thirty-one years in possession without fine. 

That the Society by Petition stated, that it might prove of advantage, if enabled to 
take and enjoy further grants ; that a great part of the Society’s property consists of land P° werB hoWh, ° 
and houses situate in the cities of Dublin and Cork, and that many of the houses are 
falling to ruin by reason of the restriction to leases not exceeding three lives or thirty- 
one years. . . , , 

That, therefore, the Society prayed by their Petition that their powers might be ex- 
tended as to enjoyment of further grants, &c., and to be enabled to make longer leases or 
lands, &c., subject to restrictions as in Charter.]

An Act, 1 George III., vesting the several estates granted by the Right Honourable 
Richard, late Earl of Ranelagh, for the erecting and supporting two Charity 
Schools in the Town of Athlone, and two Charity Schools in the town of Roscommon, 
in the Incorporated Society in Dublin, for promoting English Protestant Schools 
in Ireland, and for other purposes mentioned therein. 

Whereas by indenture bearing date on or about the Twenty-seventh day of August, One Thousand 
Seven Hundred and Eight, and made, or mentioned to be made, by and between the Right Honour- 
able Rickard, Earl of Ranelagh, of the one Part, and the Right Honourable Laurence., Earl ol 
Rochester, the Right Honourable Sir Richard Cox, bart., the Right Honourable Henry Boyle, esq., 
the Right Honourable Charles leeri/ng, esq., Sir William Robinson, knight, Robert Rochfort, e sq., 
then Lord Chief Baron of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, and William Westgarth, of the city o 
Dublin, esq., all since deceased, of the other Part ; he, the said Richard, Earl of Ranelagh, did in 
pursuance of the powers and authorities therein mentioned, limit and appoint ALL THAI the cast e, 
manor, town, and lands of Athlone, in the county of Roscommon, and the lands and liberties of tie 
Brawney, and divers messuages, lands, tenements, and hereditaments, with the customs, provisions,

whatsoever of him, the said Richard, Earl of Ranelagh, of, in, to, or out of the said premise , 
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and every or any part or parcel thereof, unto the said Laurence, Earl of Rochester, Sir Richard Cox, 
Henry Boyle, Charles Beering, Sir William Robinson, Robert Roclifort, and William Westgarth, 
their heirs and assigns for ever, upon the trusts, and to and for the uses and purposes therein and 
hereinafter mentioned and declared: That is to say, to the use and behoof of the said Richard, 
Earl of Ranelagh, and his assigns, for and during the term of his natural life, without impeachment 
of or for any manner of waste ; and from and after the decease of the said Richard, Earl ot 
Ranelagh, to the use and behoof of the Right Honourable the Lady Cutharine Jones, daughter of the 
said Richard, Earl of Ranelagh, and for and during the term of ninety-nine years, without impeachment 
of or for any manner of waste, if the said Lady Catharine J ones should so long live ; And from and 
after the determination of that estate, to the use and behoof of the said Laurence, Earl of Rochester, 
Sir Richard Cox, Henry Boyle, Charles Deervng, Sir William Robinson, Rabat, Rochfort, and 
William Westgarth, and their heirs, during the life of the said Lady Catharine Jones, upon trust 
to support the contingent remainders therein mentioned. And from and after the decease of the 
said Lady Catharine Jones, to the use and behoof of such person as should be the husband of her, 
the said Lady Catharine Jones, at the time of her decease, for and during the term of his natural 
life : And from and after the decease of such husband, or in case the said Lady Cathanne Jones 
should have no husband at the time of her decease, then to the use and behoof of the heirs of the 
body of the said Lady Catharine Jones, lawfully issuing; and for want and in default of such issue, 
then upon trust, that the said Laurence, Earl of Rochester, Sir Richard Cox, Henry Boyle, Charles 
Beering, Sir William Robinson, Robert Rochfort, and William Westgarth, and the survivors and sur- 
vivor of them, and the heirs of the survivor of them, should by, with, and out of the rents, issues, and 
profits of the said premises (but not by sale or mortgage of the same or any part thereof), erect and 
build in some convenient place in or near the said town of Athlone, two free schools, with a chapel 
belonging to them, and convenient lodgings for a schoolmaster and for a schoolmistress, according 
to a plan or model thereof to be directed and appointed by him, the said Richard, Earl of Ranelagh, 
by writing under his hand and seal, and for want of such directions and appointment, in such 
manner and form as the said trustees, or the survivors or survivor of them, or the heirs of the 
survivor of them, should think fit and convenient, the said two schools to be and continue for ever, 
the one for teacliing and instructing gratis the poor Protestant hoys of the town and manor of Athlone, 
and the other for teaching and instructing gratis the poor Protestant girls of the said town and 
manor of Athlone, the number of such boys not to exceed or he under the number of twenty at any 
one time, and the number of such girls also not to exceed or be under the number of twenty at any 
one time : The said schoolmaster to be always an English man, or of English extraction, and a 
Protestant, and in Holy Orders, and to be obliged to say prayers twice a day in the said chapel and 
to preach and catechise the said boys and girls every Sunday, and the said schoolmistress to be 
always an English woman, or of English extraction, and a Protestant; the said schoolmaster and

And upon further trust, that they, the said trustees, aud the survivors of them, .and the heirs 
of the survivor of them, should by the ways aud means aforesaid, raise and pay the sum of five pounds 
a year to each of the said four schools, for and towards the providing of each of the said schools with fuel 
for firing, and for the buying of books, to wit, Bibles and Common Prayer Books, for the use of the said 
schools. And upon further trust, that they the said trustees, and the survivors and survivor of them, and 
the heirs of the survivor of them, should out of the rents, issues, and profits of the said premises, lay 
aside yearly, and every year, from and after the said several schools or hospitals should be erected and 
finished, and the said boys and girls be thereunto admitted, the sum of eighty pounds sterling, as a 
stock, and lodge the same in some safe hands, and should at the end of five years, at which time the said 
stock would amount to the sum of four hundred pounds, lay out and dispose of the same inand for the 
binding out apprentices, twenty of the said boys and twenty of the said girls, viz., ten boys and 
ten girls out of each of the said four schools, to such trades as they the said trustees, or the survivors

and of the Right Honourable Thomas Marlay, esq., then Chief Justice of His Majesty s Court of Chief 
Place in Ireland, did grant and release, and convey all and singular the said castle, manors, towns, 
lands tithes, tenements, and hereditaments, unto the said Arthur Gore, now the Right Honourable 
the Lord Viscount Svdley, Arthur Dawson, Anthony Malone, Philip Tisdall, Nchemuth Donnellan, 
and Godfrey Willes, their heirs and assigns, to the use of them the said Sir Ar thu r Gore, Arthur

££’raved in the Court of Prerogative, and Administration granted on the 25th June, 1766, to tlie Rev. Thomas Burton.] 

By WILL of this date, Richard Pococke, Doctor of Laws, and Bishop of Ossory, gave and bequeathed 1763. July 
to his sister, Elizabeth Pococke, spinster, then of Newtown in Hampshire, his house and land in '• 
Newtown, Hampshire, in which she then lived. 

And Testator thereby left all his manuscripts to the Radcliffe Library, Oxford, and thereby made 
the Incorporated Society, &c., the Executors of his said last will and testament, and gave, devised, 
and bequeathed to them all his estate, real and personal, except as before excepted, 

In trust for the uses following : — He thereby left to each of his servants, William Belcher and 
his wife, the sum of £10, and to all the rest of his then servants living with him at his house 
in Kilkenny, the sum of £5 each, and to all his English servants the sum of £5 each over and 
above the £10, and £5 in case they left Ireland to settle in England. 

And Testator thereby left the interest of all his estate, real and personal, and all the income of 
his said estate, real and personal, to his sister aforesaid, during her life, and desired it to be remitted 
to her quarterly, as it should come in; and after the decease of his sister, testator thereby left Ins 
estate, real and personal, for the uses following — 

To found a weaving school at Lintown, near Kilkenny, in the house Testator built, for weav- 
ing for Papist boys who should be from twelve to sixteen years old, and who had not been at 
any school before of any public foundation, and particularly in none of the Charter schools, to 
be apprenticed to the Society at fourteen years old, for seven years, said hoys to be bred to the 
Protestant religion, and Testator thereby devised, that all his antiquities, and everything relating 
to Natural History, and all his coins and medals, should be sent to England, to London, to be 
sold by public auction, as likewise all his books, which would not sell here according to a just 
value And Testator desired that the Rev. Mr. Mervyn Arclidall be requested to pack up his 
Natural Curiosities, and label them, for which he desired that a proper present might be made 
to him, though he was a signing witness to said will. 

And Testator declared same to be his last will and testament, and desired same should stand good 
though it should he deficient in point of law.

1729 . October By will of date in margin, William Conolly, Esq., gave and devised (inter alia ) to his nephew 
18th. William Conolly, and his heirs for ever, all his Testator’s estates in the several counties of Donegal, 

Dublin, Fermanagh, Wexford, the county of the city of Waterford and elsewhere in the kingdom of 
Ireland, and testator thereby gave and bequeathed the sum of £500 sterling to his wife Catherine 
Conolly, to his said nephew William Conolly, to the Right Reverend Arthur, Lord Bishop of Clon- 
fert and ICilmacduagh, to the Right Honorable Mannaduke Coghill, Esq., to Thomas Marlay, Esq., 
his Majesty’s Attorney-General, and to the Rev. Mr. George Marlay, Vicar of Kildrouglit, to be laid 
out by them in erecting a convenient building in or near the town of Celbridge, in the county of 
Kildare, on such spot of ground as should be set out to them for that purpose by Testator’s said 
•wife and nephew, for the reception of forty orphans or other poor children. Testator did likewise 
give and devise the sum of £250 yearly, to be issuing out of the manor - , town and lands of Rath- 
farnham, in the county of Dublin, and the appurtenances thereof, to his said wife, Catherine Con- 
olly, to his said nephew William Conolly, to the said Right Rev. Arthur, Lord Bishop of Clonfert 
and ICilmacduagh, the Right Honorable Marmaduke Coghill, Esq., Thomas Marlay, Esq., and to 
the Vicar of the parish of Kildrouglit aforesaid for the time being, and the survivors and survivor 
of them, and the heirs of such survivor for ever. 

Upon trust and in confidence that they lay out and expend the said sum of £250 yearly in 
the maintenance and education of forty such orphans or poor children, under such rules, regu- 
lations, and directions as they or the major part of them should think proper, and in the instruc- 
tion of such children in the linen or hempen manufactures, or in husbandry. 

And upon this further trust, that upon the death of aDy of his said trustees, from time to time, 
the survivors should convey the said yearly sum thereby devised to the use of themselves, and 
of some one other person whom the majority of the survivors should think fit to nominate in 
the place and stead of the person so dead, under the trust thereinbefore mentioned. 

And also upon trust that upon the death of his said uephew, or other person or persons to 
whom the manor of Castletown or Kildrouglit should descend or come, the survivors of his 
said trustees or of the persons nominated by them should nominate such person or persons to 
whom the said manor of Castletown or Kildrouglit should deseend or come, it being his Tes- 
tator’s intention that the lord of the said manor should always be one of the persons entrusted 
with the disposal of Testator’s said intended charity, the said sum of £250 per annum be paid 
half-yearly, viz., on every 1st day of May and every 1st day of November, by even and equal 
portions, and in case of non-payment that his said trustees and the survivors of them, their heirs

Sept. By indenture of the date in margin, between the Right Honorable Nathaniel Clements, Earl of 
Leitrim, eldest son and heir-at-law of the Right Honorable Robert, late Earl of Leitrim; deceased, 
formerly Robert Clements, Esq., the Right Honorable Lady Louisa Augusta Conolly, otherwise 
Lennox, widow of the Right Honorable Thomas Conolly, deceased, and the Rev. Patrick Sands, 
clerk, Vicar of the parish of Kildrought, in the county of Kildare, of the first part, John Joseph 
Henry, of Straffan, in the county of Kildare, Esq., of the second part, Edward Pakenham, Esq., Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the Donegal Militia, eldest son. of the Honorable Thomas Pakenham, of Coolure, 
in the county of Westmeath of the third part, and the Incorporated Society in Dublin for promot- 
ing English Protestant Schools in Ireland of the fourth part. 

Reciting the will of the Right Honorable William Conolly, bearing date on or about the 
18th day of October, 1729. 

And reciting the death of the said William Conolly, &c., &c. 

And reciting the sum of £500 thereinbefore mentioned, had been laid out in erecting a house 
for the establishment of the said school and offices upon the lands granted for that purpose, 
namely; for the reception of the children to be maintained and educated- therein, pursuant to 
' the will of the aforesaid William Conolly; etc., etc. 
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And reciting that the trustees directed by the said will to be appointed and kept up had 
not been regularly appointed and kept up pursuant to the directions contained in the said will, 
by reason whereof the annuity or devise of £250 and also the lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments, and premises were then legally vested in the said Right Honorable Nathaniel 

Clements, Earl of Leitrim, etc., etc. 

And reciting that the said Right Honorable Lady Louisa Augusta Conolly was lady or 
proprietor of the manor of Castletown or Kildrought thereinbefore mentioned, and the said 
Patrick Sands was Vicar of the said parish of Kildrought. 

And reciting that it had been proposed by the said Lady Louisa Augusta Conolly and the 
said Patrick Sands, that the trusts contained in the said will of the said William Conolly, 
touching and concerning the said Charity school, and the burthen of the execution thereof, 
should be assigned over unto the said Incorporated Society, their successors and assigns, and 
also that all and singular the estates, annuities, lands, tenements, hereditaments, premises, 
revenues, terms for years, and all the furniture, goods and chattels whatsoever belonging or of 
right appertaining unto the said Charity school, and then vested in the trustees thereof, or in 
the heirs, executors, or administrators of the said trustees, or the survivor of them, should also 
he conveyed and assigned over unto the said Society, their successors and assigns, to enable 
them to carry into effect and execution the said trusts of and concerning the said school. 

And reciting that the said Society had agreed to and acquiesced in the said proposal, and 
consented to take upon themselves the execution of the said trusts, etc., etc. 

And it was thereby declared and agreed upon, by and between the several parties that the said 
lands and premises, and the three several annuities of £250, £50, and £9 mentioned, had been 
<nanted, released, and assigned to the said Society. 

In trust that the same, and the rents, issues, and profits of such parts of the said lands and 
premises as 1 should not be occupied by the said school should be by them and their successors 
and assigns used, applied, laid out and expended in and upon the support of the said Charity 
school and '• the maintenance, education, and instruction of the said children, according to the 
intention of the said William Conolly, deceased. 

Covenant by the Society that they the said Incorporated Society, their successors and assigns, 
should and would well and truly anil diligently execute all and singular the trusts in the said will 
of the said William Conolly thereinbefore set forth touching and concerning the said Charity school 
of Celbridge aforesaid, so as to fulfil and cany into effect and execution the intents thereof as origin- 
ally founded and directed by the said will. 

And further, that they the said Incorporated Society, their successors and assigns, should and 
would faithfully apply and dispose of all and singular the aforesaid devise of £250 a-year and the 
said released lands, and the said annuities of £50 and of £9, and the rents, issues, and profits of the 
said lands thereby granted and conveyed, or intended so to be, to and for the support and main- 
tenance of the said school, and the several pernons necessary for the conducting and maintaining 

Proviso that it should and might be lawful to and for the said Lady Louisa Augusta Conolly, for 
and durino- her natural life, and each and every the future and successive lord of said manor of Castle- 
■town or Kildrought, from time to time, as often as any vacancy should occur in the said school, to 
recommend and nominate any child whom she or he might think proper, not being deformed, maimed 
or unhealthy, nor under the age of six years, nor above the age of ten years, and who had not been 
removed from any other school for misconduct, to fill up such vacancy till the number of children so 
nominated by the said Lady Louisa Augusta Conolly and the said lords of the manor should amount 
altogether to thirty, and when they should amount to thirty, then as often as any of the thirty 
children so nominated, or any nominated in their room, should happen to die or be removed from the 
said school, it should and might be lawful to and for the lords of the said manor for the time being 
to nominate and appoint another child, such as above described, in the place and stead of the child 
so dying or beino- removed, so that there might always be in the said school thirty children nomi- 
nated by the lorcl of the manor of Castletown or Kildrought ; and that the said Society and their 
successors should nominate and appoint all the rest of the children to be nominated in the said 

Proviso that in case the said Lady Louisa Augusta Conolly, or the lord of the said manor for the 
time beino-, should omit or neglect to nominate and recommend to the said Society and their suc- 
cessors, mwriting, a fit and proper child to fill up any vacancy that should occur among the children 
so recommended as aforesaid, for the space of six months after such vacancy should happen, then, and 
as often as that should happen, it should arid might be lawful to and for the Society and their suc- 
cessors to admit such child as they should think fit. _ . ~ „

Upon trust to sell by public cant to the highest bidder, all his real and personal estate, goods 
and chattels, except his household furniture, coach and cattle, as before excepted, and thereout 
to pav the following legacies, viz. £2,000 sterling, to Clement Wolsley, with interest from 
Testator’s decease ; £3,000 to his said Trustees, to be equally divided amongst them provided 
they took on themselves the execution of the trusts of said Will, with interest from the day of 
Testator’s decease ; £4,000 to the several Hospitals and charitable foundations in the City of Dublin, 
thereinafter mentioned, viz. : Foundling Hospital, Mercer’s Hospital, the Lying-m Hospital or 
anv other charitable foundations, and in such proportions as Testators trustees and executors 
should think fit, to be paid as soon as possible after Testator’s decease with interest for same, from

No. 8 .— SUMMARY OF THE OBJECTS 

Of the Incorporated Society for promoting English Protestant Schools in Ireland, 
its Operations, and Mode of Working. 


Members . — The Incorporated Society consists of His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for the time being, 
the archbishops, bishops, and chief judges in Ireland, 
and other personages, all of whom are ex-officio mem- 
bers ; together with a large number of the nobility, 
clergy and gentry, elected members at various times. 
(List of members sent herewith : — see page 118.) 

Officers . — The Lord Lieutenant for the time being is 
annually elected president, and His Grace the Lord 
Primate of Ireland vice-president of the Society. 

Committee of Fifteen . — Prom the general body of the 
members a committee of fifteen is annually elected 
(list sent herewith). This committee transacts the 
ordinary routine business of the Society ; the election 
of members, granting and sealing of leases, and other 
important business being reserved for the general 
Board. The meetings of the general Board are held 
annually, quarterly, and when occasion requires, more 
frequently ; those of the committee of fifteen are held 
monthly. 

Committee of Account . — There is also a committee of 
account elected annually, to which are submitted the 
accounts of the income and expenditure of the Society. 

Deputation . — A deputation of members is also annu- 
ally appointed, to which are referred the visitation and 
inspection of the several institutions and schools; the 
examination of the pupils in attendance, the examina- 
tion and election, under the rules laid down by the 
Society (as detailed in printed statement hereinafter 


mentioned) of boys and girls, candidates, for vacant- 
places on the foundation of the hoarding institutions, 
and a general oversight of all matters connected with 
the efficiency and well being of the establishments. 

Schools . — In connexion with the Society there are 
twenty-one boarding institutions and day schools. In 
the printed statement sent herewith will be found 
(page 119) the names, locality, and capability of each ol 
those establishments ; (pages 119 and 120), the advan- 
tages afforded by the Society, the rules and regulations 
for the election of free pupils, the institutions to which 
they are elected, the districts whence candidates for 
Election may present themselves ; the terms upon 
which pay pupils are received, and other general 
information concerning the schools. , 

Competitive Examinations . — Candidates seeking a 
mission on the respective foundations, present them- 
selves at public examinations, held at the institutions 
in the presence of all persons who may be pleased a 
attend, amongst whom are invariably found a large 
number of the local clergy and gentry, parents am 
friends of the candidates, school teachers, <tc. In a 
cases the candidates are allowed to select numbere 
cards, and they are only known by their numbers o 
the examiners, who are total strangers to all the par ios. 
Thus patronage has nothing whatever to do with i 
admission of children to the Society’s institutions, go 
conduct, and merit in answering, being the only essen- 
tials required in order to secure success. Anil "i 
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respect to the highly important collateral objects and 
effects of the elective system, it may he remarked that 
the operations of the Society extend over fourteen of 
the counties of Ireland, as well as over certain districts 
of five other counties. The children in attendance at 
the scriptural schools situate throughout this large area, 
are eligible to compete at open public examinations 
(impartially conducted) for the free scholarships of the 
Society, and thus without any direct expenditure outside 
its own schools, the society is engaged in a work the 
beneficial effects of which, in promoting sound educa- 
tion, are widely felt beyond the limits of those estab- 
lishments. 

Honorary Certificate. — For some years past an honor- 
ary certificate (page 121) has been issued by the 
Incorporated Society to each teacher by whom a suc- 
cessful candidate for admission on the foundation has 
been educated. These certificates are found to have the 
effect of stimulating teachers to increased efforts for 
the general improvement of their schools, being highly 
prized by them as creditable testimonials of the care and 
attention which have been bestowed upon their pupils. 

Exception to Rule of Admission by Competition. — There 
is indeed one (and only one) exception to the rule of 
admission by competitive examination, namely, in the 
case of the Celbridge girls’ institution, into which a 
limited number of children are admitted, without exami- 
nation, on the nomination of the lord of the manor of 
Castletown, Celbridge. But this matter is regulated by 
the terms of the deed under which the institution and 
its endowment vest in the Society, and is not within 
the power of the Society. 

General Results. — In the printed statement already 
referred to, mention will be found made of the an- 
nual re-election of a certain number of hoys whose 
period of residence (four years) at the provincial 
institutions has expired, to the Santry Training 
Institution, near Dublin. While the further op- 
portunity of improvement thus afforded to boys so 
re-elected is very valuable, the committee of the 
Incorporated Society are happy to find that the 
remaining pupils arc invariably satisfactorily provided 
for in consequence of the superior education. afforded 
them ; and it is a subject of very great gratification to 
the committee to know, as they have abundant oppor- 
tunity of knowing, that large numbers of the young 
men educated in their institutions, both as free and pay 
pupils, are usefully and creditably occupying positions 
of high respectability in various walks of life, some as 
ordained ministers of the United Church of England and 
Ireland, some as sizars and scholars of Trinity College, 
working their way upward; very many as clerks in 
Government offices, having gained their places on distin- 
guished answering; verymanyagainsuccessfullv follow- 
ing commercial pursuits at home, in the colonies, and 
in America ; many others employed in the grammar 
schools of England, <kc., <fcc. In short, the testimonies 
which the committee have of the value and success of 
their system of education are numerous and striking. 
Mention may also he made of the successes gained 
by pupils from their institutions in examinations at 
Trinit}' College, Queen’s University, Department of 
Science and Art, South Kensington, London ; the 
Royal Dublin Society, and the various Civil Service 
competitive examinations. 

Pay-boarders. — The department for the reception of

pay-boarders in the institutions of the Society, was es- 
tablished with a view to utilize the dormitories and 
other rooms of the institutions, which were too large 
for the necessarily limited number of pupils since the 
withdrawal of the Government grants ; as also to meet, 
as far as possible, the requirements of a large section 
of the middle classes of the conimur.ity, namely, 
persons in respectable positions in life, but whose cir- 
cumstauces do not admit of their placing their sons at 
the higher and more expensive schools.. In those in- 
stitutions a really valuable education is provided on 
very moderate terms, and the marked success which 
has attended this extension of their advantages proves 
the high estimation in which the privileges thus afforded 
are held by the general public. 

Thackeray Exhibition. — The abandonment of patron- 
age on part of the Incorporated Society, and the adop- 
tion of the elective system, originated with the late- 
Rev. Elias Thackeray, a.m., Vicar of. Dundalk, a 
gentleman whose name is well known in connexion 
with efforts for the promotion of sound education in- 
Ireland, and who during the greater part of a long 
life was’ a prominently useful member of the Incor- 
porated Society. With a view to commemorate 
its sense of his important services, the Board of the 
Society, in the year 1855, founded a “ Thackeray 
Exhibition” in Trinity College, of the yearly value of 
£30. to be conferred on any pupil passing from one of 
the Society’s institutions or day-schools into the univer- 
sity, who shall obtain a science sizarship therein.' The 
very remarkable progress made by some of the boys in 
mathematics, together with the fact of the masters of 
the Society’s institutions being willing to instruct the 
pupils in the Greek and Latin classics required for 
entrance to Trinity College, led to the expectation that 
a successful candidate would not unfrequently be found 
to claim this exhibition. And this expectation has 
been amply fulfilled, several payments having been 
made to successful candidates for the exhibition. It 
may be mentioned here, that although the Incorporated 
Society does not provide classical instruction for any 
of the pupils in its institutions, no objection is made to 
the masters so doing, provided such instruction shall 
not interfere with the English and Science Depart- 
ment. . , 

Female Institutions.— It should be noticed that an 
examination of the outgoing girls annually tak^ place 
at the two Female Boarding Institutions of the Society 
(Celbridge and Roscommon), and the best answerer in 
each case is allowed the further privilege of free training 
as a schoolmistress. The other girls go out into life m 
various capacities— someas domestic servants in respect- 
able families, others to such employments in shops, work- 
rooms, &c., as are open to young women of their class in 
life In these institutions the utmost care is taken 
to train the girls in habits of neatness and good order, 
and to afford such practical instruction in household 
matters, needlework, &o., as shall best fit them for the 
active duties of life.

BOARDING INSTITUTIONS. 
Boys. 


Foundation {Free) Pupils — A limited number of boys 
are annually elected to free places on tlie foundation 
of the Society, and are thenceforward dieted, lodged, 
clothed, and educated during four years (unless removed 
for misconduct) without expense to parents or friends. 
At the termination of this period, each boy vacates his 
scholarship, in order to make room for a newly-elected 
candidate, and ceases to have any further claim On tho 
Society, except for a testimonial of character, in case 
he shall have proved himself entitled to it. 

Note. — The only exception to this rule is in the case 
of re-election to the Sautry Training Commercial and 
Scientific Institution, subsequently alluded to. - 

Competitive Examination . — Boys are elected by com- 
petitive examination, conducted by a deputation from 
the Society, who attend for the purpose at the several 
institutions and schools on certain days (in June or 
July each year), of which due notice is given to all 
persons interested in the matter. 

Subjects . — Candidates are examined in the Book of 
Genesis, the first twenty chapters of Exodus, the four 
Gospels, the Acts of the Apostles; the Church Cate- 
chism and the scriptural references, showing its doctrine 
to be in conformity with the Word of God ; reading, 
writing- ; the rudiments of English grammar ; ,the geo- 
graphy of Europe, Palestine, and Asia Minor ; and in 
arithmetic, as far' as the rule of three inclusive, and 
vulgar and decimal fractions. The examinations are 
conducted with the strictest impartiality, and the best 
answerers elected. 

Rules . — With reference to the examinations, tho 
following rules are strictly observed - 

1. Candidates shall not be under twelve, nor above 
sixteen years of age. 

2. Candidates must have been in attendance at a 
scriptural school within prescribed districts for at least 
one year previous to the day of examination. 


3. Certificates of age and moral conduct, signed by 

the clergyman of the, parish in which the candidate 
has been educated, as also of health, signed by a medi- 
cal practitioner, must be produced previous to the 
examination. . , 

4. Certificates are received only on the Society s 
printed forms, which can be obtained on application to 
the respective masters at the Institutions. 

5. The number of candidates in each case must be 
at least three times that of the vacancies to be filled ; 
when this does not occur, the scholarships are given 
only in that proportion, and the Society confer the 
remainder upou deserving but unsuccessful candidates 
at other institutions. 

6. When two brothers are candidates at the same 
examination, only one of them can be elected, if the 
next boy on the examination listbefound duly qualified. 

Elected foundationers are required to have, on their 
admission, each — one jacket, one waistcoat, one pair 
of trousers, one pair of shoes, one cap, two shirts, aud 
two pair of stockings — all in good repair. 

Districts privileged to supply Candidates. — Candi- 
dates are eligible to the respective foundations from 
the scriptural schools of the following districts : — 

To the Pococke Institution, near Kilkenny — from 
the counties of Kilkenny and Waterford, and the parish 
of Durrow, Queen’s County ; from the city and county 
of Cork, and from the county of Kerry. 

To the Dundalk Institution— from the counties of 
Louth and Down; the county Armagh; and the parishes 
of Lisburn, Ballinderry, and Glenavy, in the county of 
Antrim ; also Ramoan, Ballycastle. 

To the Ranelagh Institution, Athloue — from the 
towns of Athlone and Roscommon, and the counties of 
Roscommon and Galway. 

To the Primrose Grange Institution, near Sligo — 
from the town and county of Sligo, and seven border- 
ing parishes in the county of Mayo. 
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To the Farra Institution, near Mullingar — from the 
counties of Westmeath and Meath. 

Santry School — re-election to . — A proportion of the 
scholars who have completed their term of four years 
in the above-named institutions are annually re-elected 
for an additional period to the Society’s Training Com- 
mercial and Scientific Institution at Santry, near Dublin 
(if after examination and inquiry as to character, they 
shall appear deserving of such distinction), where an 
opportunity is afforded of continuing and extending 
those studies in which, as a necessary qualification for 
such re-election, they must have already made consi- 
derable progress. — N.B. Boys are also elected to the 
Santry or other Boarding Institution, from the day- 
school, 55, Aungier-street, Dublin. 

Education afforded . — The foregoing institutions afford 
a sound scriptural aud superior English, commercial, 
and mathematical education, calculated to fit young men 
for the offices of schoolmasters, accountants, assistants 
to civil engineers, and for commercial pursuits generally. 

Thackeray Exhibition . — The Thackeray Exhibition 
in Triuity College, Dublin, of the annual value of £30, 
and tenable for four years, is open to the pupils of all 
schools under the Incorporated Society. 

Catechists Each institution has the advantage of 

frequent visitation by the minister of the parish, or 
other neighbouring clergyman, the paid officer of the 
Incorporated Society, by whom the pupils are regularly 
catechised and instructed in the Holy Scriptures. 

Pay (Halt) Boarders' Terms . — The Society permits the 
masters to receive boarders, irrespective of locality, and 
without any preliminary literary examination. They 
enjoy all the educational advantages above referred to, 
and are comfortably dieted and lodged, washed for, and 
supplied with stationery and medical attendance, at 
£20 each per annum, all of which is paid to the masters 
of the Institutions, no portion being receivable by the 


Society. The masters undertake all the risk, and out 
of the small profits arising from this department (after 
defraying the cost of dietary, &c.) they must pay extra 
assistant-masters, and meet sundry other expenses, as 
servants, washing, &c. 

Day Pupils. — Day pupils are also received at the 
institutions, and instructed in English and mathematics 
at £3 per annum each. 

Extras. — The masters are at liberty to provide in- 
struction in classics, modern languages, drawing, &c., 
for pupils whose friends desire to afford them such advan- 
tages — the terms being subject to private arrangement. 

Dietary. — The dietary appointed for boys on the 
foundation and for pay (hall) boarders, in the several 
institutions, is as follows : — 

Breakfast, daily— stirabout or bread, and new milk. 

Dinner, 3 days in each week — fresh beef or mutton, with 
3 ,, ,, — soup, seasoned, anil potatoes 

thickened, withvege- or 
tables. bread, 

j ,, „ — bacon and greens, 

Supper, daily — bread and new milk. 

Parlour Boarders.— The several masters are permitted 
to receive parlour boarders, on terms to be arranged 
with the friends of the pupils. 

St. John’s College . — The former charter school of 
Newport is now represented by the Newport daily 
school, and the old charter school premises are leased to 
the master of the college. The latter is that gentle 
man’s private speculation, and for its success or failure 
the Society cannot be held answerable.

Girls. 


Foundation (Free) Pupils.— A limited number of 
girls are annually elected to free places on the founda- 
tion of the Oelbridge and Roscommon Female Boarding 
Institutions, where they remain during four years, 
(unless removed for misconduct), and are dieted, 
lodged, clothed, and educated without expense to 
parents or friends. At the termination of this period 
each girl vacates her place in the Institution, in order 
to make room for a uewly-clected candidate, and ceases 
to have any further claim on the Society, except for a 
testimonial of character and conduct, in case she shall 
have proved herself duly entitled to it. 

Competitive Examination . — Gilds are elected by com- 
petitive examination, conducted by a deputation from 
the Society, who attend for the purpose on certain 
days, in June or July each year, of which due notice 
is given to all persons interested in the matter. 

Subjects . — The candidates are examined in spelling, 
reading, and writing, and in St. Mathew’s gospel, to- 
gether with the Church Catechism and the scriptural 
references, showing its doctrines to bein conformity with 
theWord of God: — theexaminations are conducted with 
the utmost impartiality, and the best answerers elected. 

Rules . — With reference to these examinations the 
following rules are strictly, observed : — 

1. Candidates shall not be under ten nor above four- 
teen years of age. 

2. Candidates must have been in attendance at a 
Scriptural school within prescribed districts, for at least 
one year previous to the day of examination. 

3. Certificates of age, attendance at school, and moral 
conduct, signed by the clergyman of the parish, as also of 
health, signed by a medical practitioner of the neighbour- 
hood, must be produced previous to the examination. 

4. Certificates will be received only on the Society’s, 
printed forms, which can be obtained on application at 
the Institutions. 

5. The number of candidates in each case must be 
at least twice that of the vacancies to be filled. When 
this does not occur, the vacant places are given only 
in that proportion. 


6. In cases where two sisters are candidates at the 
same examination, one of them only can be elected, il the 
next girl in the examination list be found duly qualified. 

Education . — The Celbridge and Roscommon Institu- 
tions afford a sound scriptural and useful English edu- 
cation ; the children are also instructed in needlework, 
and in domestic employments, including the care of 
the house, management of the dairy, laundry, Ac. 

Catechists . — As in tho case of the Boys’ Boarding In- 
stitutions, the pupils enjoy the advantage of regular scrip- 
tural instruction from clergymen who act as catechists, 
and are the paid officers of the Incorporated Society. 

Candidates are eligible to the respective foundations 
from the scriptural schools of the following districts : —

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DAY SCHOOLS. 


Education . — Tlie education afforded in the day schools 
is of an elementary character. In order to encourage 
these schools, and stimulate the exertions of both 
teachers and pupils, the latter (under the prescribed 
•conditions as to age, attainments, and attendance at 
school) are eligible as candidates for free scholarships 
on the foundation of tlie Society’s institutions. 

Terms . — In general the teachers are allowed to re- 
ceive a small payment from children whose friends can 
afford to pay for their education ; the poorer children 
being free. 

Dublin Day-school, 55, Aungier-street . — This school 
provides scriptural and general elementary instruction 
for its pupils, and further, for boys of competent ability, 
an excellent English, commercial, and mathematical 
education. 

Scholarships . — A competitive examination is held 
annually for a scholarship in the Santryor other Board- 
ing Institution of the Society: in such institution the 
successful candidate is maintained, clothed, and edu- 
cated at the expense of the Incorporated Society. 


Terms . — Fee for English and Science course, £4 per 
annum. 

Fee for French, German, Italian, and Latin (if re- 
quired), each £1 per annum. 


JJ.B It is the earnest desire of the Incor- 

porated Society that their institutions and schools 
should be visited, and that the several public examina- 
tions of tlie pupils and of candidates for free scholar- 
ships should be witnessed by patrons of schools, by the 
clergy of the various districts, by parents and school- 
teachers, and by all persons who take an interest in the 
improvement and welfare of the rising generation.

No 11 -INCORPORATED SOCIETY, THACKERAY TESTIMONIAL. 


At an annual general Board of tlie Incorporated 
Society in Dublin for promoting English Protestant 
schools in Ireland, held on the 7th day of February, 
1855, reference having been made to the several minutes 
of the Society, respecting its desire to mark perma- 
nently the respect which so universally prevails for tlie 
memory of tho lato Rov. Elias Thackeray, a.m., Vicar of 
Dundalk, — 

It was Resolved— That the Board considers it an 
act of justice to the memory of the late Rev. Elias 
Thackeray, a.m., to institute a permanent testimonial 
commemorative of the many valuable services rendered 
by that gentleman to the institutions of the Incorporated 
Society, and to the cause of general education through- 
out Ireland, during the long period of liis connexion 
with the Society as a member of Us committee of 
fifteen : — 

That the Board believes that tlie best mode of testi- 
fying the Society’s appreciation of his services, as afore- 
stated, and also that which would he most in accord- 
ance with liis own views, were he living, is to create 
an exhibition in Trinity College, Dublin, of the value 
of £30 per annum, open to the boys educated in the 
Society’s schools, and to be named the 

"THACKERAY EXHIBITION - — 

That any young man who shall have obtained a 
scholarship on the foundation of the Society, or any 
boarder who shall have remained three years in any 
one of the Society’s institutions, or any boy who shall 
have regularly attended one of the Society’s day schools, 
for a period not less than five years, shall be eligible to 
that exhibition— provided he shall have matriculated 
in the University within three years after leaving such 
institution or day school 
VIII. 


That the condition under which the exhibition he 
obtained, shall he the election to a science sizarship in 
Trinity College, Dublin, at the annual examination fur 
this distinction : — 

That the exhibition shall last for four years, provided 
that the person who obtained it shall obtain a science or 
classical honour of the first rank, or two honours of tlie 
second rank each year, and shall keep his class : — 

That these resolutions, together with a list of the 
subjects of examination for science sizarship, be printed, 
and a copy always hung up in each of the Society’s 
institutions and day schools ; and that a copy be sent 
to the clergyman of every parish privileged to send 
forward candidates at the annual examinations for 
scholarships on the Society’s foundation. 

Subjects for the science sizarship examination : 
Euclid — first six books ; arithmetic ; plane and spheri- 
cal trigonometry and algebra. 

The candidate, in order to be qualified to compete 
for tbe science sizarship, must first pass an examination 
in the classical entrance course — viz., Greek : Homer’s 
Iliad— the first six books ; Greek Testament — St. Luke's 
Gospel and Acts; Euripides— Hecuba; Walker’s Lucian. 
Latin: Virgil’s Aneid — first five hooks; Sallust ; Livy 
—first three books ; Latin and English composition. 

Books recommended by the Incorporated Society to 
candidates for the science sizarship: Luby’s trigonom- 
etry ; Wood’s algebra (11th edition, 1841) Mulcahy s 
modern geometry; Bland’s algebraical problems.

ROMAN CATHOLIC INSTITUTION AT CABRA 
DEAF AND DUMB CHILD HEN. 


Statement of the Committee of the Catholic Deaf and Dumb Institution, Cabra, 
Dublin, concerning the Nature and Organization of the Institution, and its 
Educational Arrangements. 

It may he briefly stated that this is the only Catholic institution for the deaf and 
dumb in the United Kingdom. 

It consists of two branches, one for males, the other for females, distant about a half 
mile from each other. 

The former is under the care of the Christian Brothers, the latter under that of the 
religious ladies of the Order of St. Dominick, who arc most assiduous in their duties 
towards their afflicted charge. 

Both are under the control and management of a Committee of lay and clerical 
gentlemen, twenty-six in number, having as president His Eminence Cardinal Cullen, 
and as patrons the whole of the Catholic bishops of Ireland. 

The total number of children now under instruction is 2 S3, namely 165 boys and 
118 girls. Thirty-one of these are from England and Scotland, leaving 252 as the 
offspring of Catholic parents in Ireland. 

This is but a small proportion of those requiring education, for according to the report 
of the Census Commissioners for 1861 there were then 5,653 deaf mutes of all 
denominations and ages in Ireland. Under this head I rank also the dumb only, for 
observation and experience have demonstrated to us, that in point of intellect, they are 
a far inferior class to those who are totally deaf and dumb. 

Among these 5,653 there were 4,275 Catholics returned as such, hut the Census 
Commissioners inform us that there must have been more Catholics, and fewer of every 
other denomination, for in trying to explain a certain disparity that arose when 
comparing the proportion of Catholic and Protestant deaf mutes with the population, 
they say “ That all the pupils in the Claremont, Moneymore, Strabane ana Ulster 
Institutions, no matter from what source received, have been reared in the tenets of the 
Established Church, and returned as such in the column for religious profession.” 

This fact of tampering with the faith of Catholic children, joined to others of a similar 
nature, has been a source of painful and bitter feeling among the Catholic bishops and 
clergy of Ireland ; while they themselves, as well as the Committee of this Institution, 
are utterly opposed to take advantage of the abandoned state of Protestant deaf mutes 
or even admit them, except at the earnest solicitation of their parents, and after 
explicitly stating the education received at Cabra will necessarily Catholicize their 
children. 

Accompanying this you have a return in which I have analyzed the report of the 
Census Co mm issioners, and that of the numbers received into this Institution, from 
its foundation in 1846, to June, 1866. 

From this it may he seen, that at the latter date there were 596 Catholic deaf mutes 
educated or under instruction at Cabra, while 3,678 remained in perfect ignorance, not 
only of a Divine being, of- a Redeemer, or of a state of future rewards and punishments, 
but of the first principles that should guide their conduct in social life. 

And yet, the law of the land holds these creatures amenable to justice, and punishes 
them as severely as it does the most enlightened citizen who has a. choice of 
opportunities to learn what he owes to society, and of the evils which will be entailed 
upon himself by violating the sacred engagements he is under, of acting in conformity 
with the law. 

The Act of Parliament making a slight provision for the education of the deaf and 
dumb is to a great degree inoperative. It leaves to the Boards of Guardians to pronounce 
whether a deaf and dumb child shall be educated or not, and in numerous instances this 
decision is reserved for the interested judgment of some rural guardian, who represents 
on the Board the electoral division in which the child resides. - Most of these Boayds act 
very conscientiously, and exercise' their functions with great’ liberality; but there are 
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others so exclusive that they will not grant the slightest concession to these primary 
objects of charity, so far as education is concerned. 

Cases of extreme rigour are on record, one of which was specially brought under the 
notice of the Poor Law Commissioners, who testify great sympathy for the deaf and 
dumb ; but though they instituted an inquiry, and felt the deepest interest in the case, 
they had no power to enforce compliance with then- wishes or interfere with the decision 
of the Board. 

Many other causes besides those mentioned, and which may be attributed in a great 
degree to religious prejudice, tend to nullify the provision made by Parliament in favour 
of the deaf and dumb ; but to enumerate them here would render this outline too 
extensive. 

When these children come first to us they have no conception of the Divine law or of 
their obligation to observe it. 

Our principal care is to form them to virtue, and impress them with a high idea of 
everything relating to the service of God. They readily adopt the means at their 
disposal to discharge the duty of prayer, and few observe more reverence in this 


exercise. ... 

But then first efforts are purely mechanical, consisting of a succession of arbitrary- 
signs, expressive of the petitions in the Lord’s Prayer, &c. It takes a long time before, 
any idea can be conveyed to then minds of the existence of God, of the immortality of 
the soul, and other similar truths. 

We find, however, that no other class of children derive such advantages, from being 
educated and instructed as they do. They become pious, .virtuous, and industrious, 
whilst if they have parents or other members of the family circle depending on them 
for support, they glory in assisting them by their labour. 

Humanity alone would induce those who can make a proper provision for them not to 
delay it a single day, if they were aware of the evils that can be prevented, and the good 
that can be accomplished by the enlightenment of this large section of the population. 

One thing should be particularly noticed with reference to their education, and. that is 
the advantages to be derived from having a large number in the same establishment. 
A still more essential ingredient is to have experienced and permanent teachers, who are 
acquainted, not only with the elliptical language of signs which are in use among deaf 
mutes under instruction, but who also, by long practice, have acquired the power of 
adapting their mode of thought and expression to the limited capacity of persons whose 
range of ideas is necessarily small, whose reasoning powers are undeveloped, and whose 
chief guide is feeling. The presence of large numbers produces healthy emulation, better 
classification, and a readier conformity to established rules of conduct than that of. a 
small or limited number. The expense of teaching is also considerably reduced, while 
the good example, content, and satisfaction shown by such a mass of children have a 
powerfully tranquillizing effect upon the minds of new-comers, who are naturally inclined 
to rebel against the slightest restraint placed upon them. . 

The method and mode of teaching are so peculiar that they would require to be treated 
as a separate subject, which the narrow limits of this outline forbid. 

The difficulties attending it may, however, be easily understood, by representing to 
ourselves an ignorant-speaking person of this realm, who would have to learn some 
Eastern language grammatically without any other help than mere dumb signs. 

And yet such has been the facility acquired by long practice, in advancing these 
children, that many of them can write a legible hand, after twelve or eighteen months 
attendance at school, and answer in writing such simple questions as lie witlnn the 


sphere of their very limited knowledge. . . . , . , , 

Letters written by their parents can also be produced, expressive of their gratitude 
for the progress made by their children, as well as of the astonishment shown by- 
respectable, intelligent persons, who previously knew them to be perfectly ignorant, but 
who were afterwards filled with surprise at then intelligence and improved demeanoui. 

To provide for the education of the vast number of deaf mute children, that are now 
at large throughout Ireland, and to render that education more effective there are 
required — increased accommodation, specific support, and a longer period for them o e 
under instruction than they are at present. . c , 

To these indispensable requisites may be added, a certain allowance for the purpose 
of teach ‘mg a trade to those who are capable of learning it, so that they may not only 
be self-supporting in after-life, but withdrawn from idleness and the consequent dangers 

at But“?w much soever the Committee of this ^Institution may de sire .to jieoure the 
above advantages for the neglected deaf mutes of Ireland, they could not accept such 
on any condition involving “ mixed education.” R 2 
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It is amongst the deaf and dumb that all the evils flowing from such a baneful 
principle would appear in full force. These might be pointed out in detail, but the 
limits of this sketch will not permit it. It is in their regard that the words of the 
Sovereign Pontiff Pope Pius the Ninth would receive then- fullest verification, when he 
says, “ There can be no doubt that in elementary schools religious teaching especially 
ought to occupy such a principal and dominant position in the instruction and education 
there received, that every other kind of knowledge which is imparted in them to the 
young, should be manifestly a mere accessory to it.”

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Paragraph 10. — Statement of Results of the Permissive Clause in the Amended 
Irish Poor Law Act authorizing the combination of two or more Unions for 
School purposes. 


During the year 1855 orders were issued by the 
Commissioners, in eight cases, combining unions into 
school districts, in pursuance of the second section of 
the 11th and 12th Vic., cap. 25. 

The following is a list of the districts ; the union 
first named in each group being the union to which the 
cliildren from the other unions in the district were to 
be sent : — 

I. Bnllina , Belmullet and Killala. 

II. Monaghan, Clones and Castleblaynoy. 

II [. Donegal, Glenties, Stranorlar, and Ballyshannon. 

IV. Enniskillen, Lowtherstown, and Lisnaskea. 

V. Omagh and Gortin. 

VI. Sligo, Drouiore West, Manorhamilton, and Tober- 
curry. 

VI T. Ballymoney , Ballycastle, and Ballymena. 

VIII. Roscrea, Donaglnnore, and Borrisokane. 

The result of the arrangements made under these 
orders was not found to be so satisfactory as to render 
an extension of the system desirable, and, with the ex- 
ception of the order combining Omagh and Gortin 
Unions, these orders have been rescinded; and (with 
the one exception above mentioned) them has been no 
school district of unions in existence since September, 
1862. 

The dates on which the orders were severally re- 
scinded were as follows : — 

The Ballymoney group, 2nd May, 1857. 

The Enniskillen group, 18th May, 1857. 

The Monaghan group, 23rd September, 1857. 

The Douegal group, loth October, 1857. 

The Ballina group, 1 1th July, I860. 

The Sligo group, 22ud August, 1860. 

The lloscrea group, 8th September, 1862. 

The general results of the system, while in operation, 
may be gathered from the annexed extracts from the 
Commissioners’ Tenth Annual Report and tlic reports 
which the Commissioners obtained from their Inspec- 
tors on the subject, and which are published in the 
Appendix to that Report, from which it will be seen 
that while on the one hand some improvement in the 
instruction of the children was effected, on the other, 
it was found to operate as a discouragement to destitute 
poor persons, having families, to apply for relief. 

The Clerk of Donaghmore Union (which was in- 
cluded in the Roscrea district) has forwarded to the 
Commissioners the following statement, as showing 
the results of the permissive clause in that Union : — 

“ The School Order was found to act as a severe test upon 
applicants for relief. Seveval children absconded from 
Roscrea Union sooner than remain in a workhouse removed 
from their parents. 

“ Parents took their discharge and that of their children 
rather than allow them to remain in the workhouse of another 
union. 

“ And the friends and relatives of deserted and orphan 
children applied for their discharge sooner than have them 
in a workhouse so far removed from them. 

“ When the School Order was issued in December, 1855, 
the total number of healthy inmates in this workhouse was 
85, of whom 40 were sent to Roscrea, and at the expiration 
of a year only 14 of them were remaining there. 

“When the Order was rescinded in September, 1862, the 
total number of healthy inmates charged to this Union was 
58, of whom only 8 were in Roscrea. And on the 25th of 
March last the total number of healthy inmates in this W ork- 
housc was 58, of whom 1 9 would have been in Roscrea Work- 
house had the District School Order continued in force.” 

The Borrisokane Board of Guardians, in forwarding 
the returns, have expressed the opinion that the com- 
bination of two or more unions for school purposes, 
under 11th and 12th Vic., cap. 25, sec. 2, is not 
desirable. 

In the Omagh district, where the order remains in 
force, the number of children in the Omagh Workhouse 


School, who were chargeable to Gortin Union was 
only nine on the 25tli of March last. 

Extracts from Tenth Annual Report of the Poor 
Law Commissioners. 

41. We have acquired, since the date of our last 
report, further experience of the working of districts 
of unions combined together for the purpose of educat- 
ing and training children under the age of fif. 
teen. The objects sought in forming these districts 
were economy of funds and improvement in the 
character of the school arrangements. These advan- 
tages have been realized, to some extent, in the cases 
in which the experiment has been tried, but, we regret 
to add, not without some detriment to the due administra- 
tion of relief. W e considered that, in issuing the orders 
forming school districts, it is not in our power, under 
the general words of the section authorizing the forma- 
tion of such districts, to limit the discretion of the 
Guardians as to the class of children to be sent from 
the workhouse of the contributing union to the work- 
house of the receiving union ; and, consequently, not 
only orphans and deserted children have been sent, but 
likewise children, of sufficient age to be educated, 
whose parents were with them in the workhouse — tlie 
Guardians of the contributing unions being desirous 
to adopt this means of saving the expense of teachers 
altogether. 

42. The consequence lias been, that many poor 
women with families have, left the workhouse or re- 
fused to enter it, although in great need of relief, because 
they found their children, or some of them would be 
sent to a workhouse many miles distant, and preferred 
begging through the country to relief on these terms. 
In the Appendix will be found reports from our 
Inspectors, Mr. Bcmrke, Mr. R. Hamilton, and Mr. 
Robinson, describing the operation of the school dis- 
tricts in this and in other respects. It appeared to us, 
on receiving these reports, that the only remedy of the 
evil pointed out was to recommend the Guardians to 
send to the district school only orphans and deserted 
children, and the children of parents who did not ob- 
ject to the separation, and to provide for the excepted 
cases by the employment of a teacher, if the services of 
the master or matron were not available for the pur- 
pose. This, however, is often tlio ease where the 
number of inmates is very small indeed ; and we have 
found the Guardians by no means reluctant to adopt 
the suggestion. 

Inspectors’ Reports referred to in the foregoing 
Extracts. 

No. 1. — Extracts from a Report from Mr. Boxtiuce, 
Poor Law Inspector, dated 2nd March, 1857. 

In consequence of the observations contained in your 
letter to me of the 14tli ultimo (Claremorris Union, 
No. 4,029), to the effect that facts had come under your 
notice with regard to the existing school districts, 
which rendered you extremely unwilling to increase 
their number, and gave rise to a doubt whether the 
present district schools should any longer be continued, 
I made tlie fullest inquiries in my power, as to the 
working of the order in the Belmullet Union, in order 
that the facts, as far as they can be ascertained, may 
be brought under your notice, and assist you in arriv- 
ing at a conclusion. 

I examined the Relieving Officers, tlie Master, and 
conversed with the Chairman of the Board, upon the 
subject, and all concur in opinion that applications for 
relief have diminished since the introduction of the 
district school. The relieving officers, however, both 
state that no inquiries have been made of them by 
parties applying for relief as to tbe probable destina- 
tion of their children ; and they are unable to give me 
a single instance of any parents who have abstained 
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from applying for relief in consequence of the school 
order, and the removal of their children to Ballina. 
The only evidence they can give of the dislike enter- 
tained by applicants for relief to the system of separa- 
tion from their children, is the attempt, frequently 
made, by parents to represent their children as under 
five years of age, up to which time of life they are re- 
tained at Belmullet. Finally, I have examined several 
of the application books of the relieving officers, and 
closely questioned them upon the entries. They posi- 
tively assure me that they take down every application 
made to them ; and I could not discover a single case 
of a family having applied and then declined to accept 
the proffered relief. Aud, I must add, that the in- 
stances of refusal by the Guardians were exceedingly 
rare, and were generally accounted for by reasons 
appearing on the face of the books. I may also add, 
that the relieving officers report that in the course of 
their journeys they meet frequent beggars, and often 
urge them to accept relief in the workhouse without 
success ; but (except in the three cases hereafter men- 
tioned) they cannot connect the refusal with the 
existence of the school order — attributing it rather to 
the charms of a wandering life, and the facilities for 
obtaining food and lodging in the cabins of the 
poor. 

I next proceeded to investigate the cases of those 
families who had quitted the workhouse, owing, as is 
alleged, to the operation of the order ; and, at the risk 
of prolixity, I subjoin the particulars : — 

1. M. C., widow, and her son H., aged eight ycai-s. 

They were admitted on the 10th June, 1855, and 

discharged thoinselves on the 28th June (the day on 
which the children were first sent to Ballina) . They have 
since been begging, and are so still. It must be observed, 
however, that the mother was a mendicant before she 
came in, and had been but eighteen days in the work- 
house ; and it is very questionable whether she would 
ever have remained beyond harvest. 

2. J. 0. and wife, and three children, aged fourteen, 
nine, and seven years. 

Admitted on the 15th June, 1855, and took their 
discharge on the 28th June same year. 

The family is stated to have been in a very destitute 
state for about a month after their discharge, since 
when they have been doing protty well, the man having 
found work at Is. per day and lus diet, and being able 
to support his family. 

3. M. D., widow, and four children, aged eleven, 
eight, three, and one years. 

Admitted 25th February, 1856, and discharged 
29th March following, when two of her children were 
about being sent to Ballina. 

She and her family are said to have been begging 
over since, and she has stated to the relieving officer 
that she is deterred from entering the workhouse by 
the existence of the School Order. 

4. E. G., aged nine, and M. G., aged eight. 

Admitted in October, 1856, and discharged the 

following November. 

In the case of these boys, it appears that their step- 
mother, a poor woman living in Belmullet, applied for 
their discharge after they had been a few weeks in 
Ballina, and is since supporting them, but not by men- 
dicancy. 

5. M. M‘N., unmarried ; — two children, aged twelve 
and three years. 

An unfortunate woman of the worst possible 
diameter, who was admitted with her children on the 
10th November, 1856, and left the workhouse on the 
13th December following, when her eldest child, a girl, 
was ordered to Ballina. She was readmitted on the 
20th December, and has since been in hospital under 
treatment for venereal disease. Her girl was sent to 
Ballina on the 23rd, but ran away on the 3rd J anuary 
following, and is now in service, where sho is sup- 
ported, and receives £1 a year as wages. 

These are the only cases having any bearing on the 
operation of the School Order, which, as far as I have 
been able to learn, have occurred in this union during 
the period of eighteen months that the system has 
VIII. 


been in operation. I forbear from expressing any 
opinion upon their relation to the question of district 
schools, as my object is simply to supply you with 
such materials as I can collect, for forming a correct 
judgment upon the continuance or discontinuance of 
the system which, I understand, is now under your 
consideration ; but I must state that it seems to me 
well worth consideration in regard to these cases, how 
long parties, of the character and habits of those just 
enumerated, would have been likely to remain hi the 
workhouse had there been no School Order in 
existence. 

One other circumstance arising out of the Order 
now claims attention — the escape of children belonging 
to Belmullet Union from the Ballina schools. There 
have been six such cases since the schools were com- 
bined, and I subjoin them in detail : — 

1. M. A. Her parents in America. She is a grown- 
up girl, about fifteen; wLo absconded on the lltli 
August, 1855, and has since been living with her aunt, 
who is in good circumstances. She occasionally re- 
ceives remittances from her parents. 

2. M. A. R. Her mother is in America, and she 
ran away on the 21st March, 1856, and has since 
been living with her grandmother. She is assisted by- 
friends in the union who are well off. 

3. C. G. An orphan. Ran away on the 24th 
March, 1856. Her uncle, who is well off, had made 
application for her discharge, which had been ordered, 
when the account came that she had anticipated it. 
She is living with this uncle. 

4. H. H. This girl’s father, who is a tradesman, 
went to England to seek for work in May, 1856, 
whereupon his wife and four children were admitted 
to Belmullet. The two eldest were sent to Ballina, 
from whence the girl absconded in September, 1856. 
It is not exactly known what then became of her ; 
but about a week ago her father, having returned from 
England, took out his wife and two children from Bel- 
mullet Workhouse, and brought them to his former 
residence, where the daughter Honoria joined them, 
and is now living. The boy still continues at Ballina 
school. 

5. A. E., orphan. Went to Ballina, June, 1855, 
and deserted on the 12th December, 1856. This boy 
appears to have reached the age of fifteen before he 
absconded. The Belmullet Board, having notice of 
the fact, ordered his discharge, but he had run away 
before it reached Ballina. He is well able to earn his 
bread, and is doing so by labour. 

6. M. J. This girl is daughter to M. M‘N. men- 
tioned in the preceding series, and her case is there 
detailed. 

No. 2 . — Extract from Report from Mr. Bouriie, 
Poor Law Inspector, dated 4th April, 1857. 

At my last visit to the union I obtained all the in- 
formation in my power as to the operation of the Dis- 
trict School Order; and in obedience to the instructions 
conveyed in your letter of the 9th ult., No. 5,524, I 
subjoin all the details in a similar form to that which 
I adopted in the case of Belmullet. 

The order took effect in Tobercurry Union upon the 
29th August, 1855, at which time there were twenty- 
five healthy children in the house between the ages of 
two and fifteen years. And here I may observe that 
the Guardians seem to have understood your order as 
imperative upon them to remove from the workhouse 
all healthy children between these ages ; whereas at 
Belmullet and Killala a narrower range was wisely 
adopted, and no child under five years was sent away-. 
The effect of this proceeding on part of tho Tobercurry 
Board will be traced in several of the cases which I 
shall presently enumerate. 

Of these 25 children there were sent to Sligo 7 ; 
orphans claimed by friends, or who left tho workhouse, 
6 ; children who left with their parents, 12. — Total 
25. 

1. Children sent to the District School . — The seven 
children transferred to Sligo comprised five orphans — 
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two deserted children, and their ages varied from twelve 
to five years. Four of them remain to the present 
day, one has died, and two have been discharged. 
These two are — 

1. M. 0., aged twelve. Her aunt, who lives near 
Temple House, took her out, and supports her. 

2. P. OTL, aged seven. Deserted by her fathei-, 
and her mother a lunatic. After remaining four 
months in Sligo workhouse (during which tune her 
sister died) her father came and took her out. She 
continues to reside with him. He is a day labourer. 

2. Orphans whose friends dnimetl them, or who left 
the workhouse of their own accord . — The cases under 
this class are as follows : — 

1. K. C., aged five years. An illegitimate child, 
whose mother has gone to America. She was applied 
for by her grandmother when the School Order came 
into operation, and lived with her till she went to 
America. Since then she has continued with her 
grandfather, who is a day labourer in Tobercurry. and 
has a family of his own. He appeals to have frequently 
asked the Relieving Officer to get her into Tobercurry 
Workhouse, but will not consent to her removal to 
Sligo. 

2. A. O’C., aged ten, also an illegitimate child. 
Was applied for as a servant by a woman in the neigh- 
bourhood, with whom she lived about a twelvemonth, 
when she got ill, was readmitted to Tobercurry, and 
on her recovery transferred to Sligo, where she now 
is under the name of Hart. 

3. M. H. ; 4. M. H. ; 5. E. H. Their father is 
dead. Their mother deserted them, and went to Eng- 
land, whereupon the children were received into the 
workhouse. On the adoption of the School Order, 
she reappeared, claimed her children, and took them 
away. It seems she had been several months back 
from England before that time, but had taken no 
notice of her children. She lias married a second 
husband, and lives in Tobercurry with her children. 

G. II. R. An orphan, aged nine years. The cir- 
cumstances of this child’s discharge cannot now lie 
ascertained. Nor can she be traced. But at the 
time in question she had friends residing not far from 
the workhouse. I have directed the Relieving Officer 
to continue his inquiries. 

3. Children who left the workhouse with their parents. 
— There arc seven cases comprised in this class. 

1. M. 0. and two children, aged thirteen and eleven 
years. Upon the introduction of the School Order, 
the Guardians permitted this woman to remain in the 
workhouse, and her children to leave it — a veiy un- 
wise arrangement, as it appears to me. The boy was 
readmitted in January, 1856, went to Sligo school, 
where he remained till the September following, and 
is now in service with the parish priest, and the girl, 
after having been frequently in and out of the work- 
house in bad health, now lives with a friend near the 
workhouse gate, her brother trying to support her out 
of his wages. 

2. P. B. and daughter, aged ten. He quitted the 
workhouse when the schools were transferred, taking 
his child with him, and is now begging about. He 
has once or twice entered the workhouse for a short 
time since this discharge, but always without his child. 
This man’s antecedents must be inquired into before 
his case can be correctly viewed. His first admission 
with his child seems to have been in April, 1854, 
when he remained four months, and left it in August. 
He returned again in October of the same year, but 
without his child, and remaining five months, was 
discharged in March, 1855. Again he was readmit- 
ted, this time with his child, on the 19th July, 1855, 
and was discharged shortly after the adoption of the 
School Order, 5th September, 1855. In the intervals 
between his admissions to the workhouse this man 
supported himself by begging. 

3. S. K., with two children, one aged five years, 
and the other a year and a half, took her discharge 
in September, 1855, rather than send her child to 


Sligo. She was readmitted in the December follow- 
ing, and the two children removed to Sligo. Six- 
months after, in June, 1856, she left the workhouse 
with her children, and re-entered in the month of No- 
vember following, when the eldest child, then about 
seven years, was sent to Sligo, and the younger, now 
between three and four, was suffered to remain with 
her in Tobercurry, where she now is. 

4. R. Q., a widow, with two children, the eldest 
a girl of thirteen, and the other a boy of nine years. 
The widow took out her children rather than send 
them to Sligo. She is now hired as a servant to a 
man in the village of Tobercurry. The girl is also 
in service in the same place, and the boy lives with 
an uncle at (Joollauny (some fifteen miles distant). 
This nuelc is said to be a labouring man, and poor. 

5. E. O’H., a widow, with two boys, aged fouvteen 
and nine respectively. They all live near Temple 
House, supported by occasional fieldwork given to the 
mother. The children used to go to a neighbouring 
school, but it has been lately closed. 

G. K. C., a widow, with one soil, aged nine years. 
This woman went into service soon after taking her 
discharge, and was relieved in the workhouse for one 
mouth in the autumn of 1 850, and again in January 
last. She was alone on both occasions, and told a 
pauper inmate that her boy was in service as a herd 
with a paternal aunt, and that she contrived to 
support herself, with occasional assistance from her 
father. 

7. B. F., a deserted woman, whose husband was in 
England when she was admitted, with three children, 
aged five, three, and one year respectively. When 
the School Order was adopted, the Guardians suffered 
the eldest child to lie taken out of the workhouse, 
and the mother, with the two little ones, followed 
in a few weeks. This interval was probably em- 
ployed in communicating with her husband, for she 
and her children have since gone to join him in 
England, a subscription having been made up for her 
by her Mends. This case, and No. 3 of the same 
class, appear to have been a good deal influenced by 
the interpretation as to very young children placed 
upon yonr Order by the Guardians. 

Since the operation of the order, but one now case 
of admission and transfer to Sligo has occurred in the 
union. The child in that case was an orphan. 

With reference to the subject generally, one of the 
Relieving Officers states that he is not awaro of any 
cases of persons deterred from seeking admission by 
dislike to sending their children to Sligo ; but thinks 
that the woman O’H. (case No. 5) would he glad to 
return if her children could remain in the house with 
her. Her eldest boy, though fourteen years of age, is 
not strong or well able to work, having broken Iris 
leg near the ankle. The woman has expressed herself 
determined never to separate from her children, saying 
she would rather “bog the world over.” 

Tire second Relieving Officer knows hub of one 
case of a similar nature to this last, viz., that of 
K. 0. (No. 1, class 2), but is aware of two new cases 
connected with the subject. One of a woman named 
A. W., living, with one son aged ten or twelve years, 
in Tobercurry, her husband being in America. She 
applied for relief in January, 1856, but refused it 
upon the condition of her son being sent to Sligo 
school. She supports herself and him by working as 
charwoman in the village. Her son does not go to 
school. The second is a case of a woman named 
K. D. who, with an infant (illegitimate, I believe) left 
the workhouse voluntarily to seek employment. She 
applied for relief on the 15th January last, her child 
being then three years old, and refused to accept it 
when told that her child must go to Sligo. She re- 
peated her application on the 29th of the same month, 
asking to be allowed to remain with her child in the 
workhouse for a few weeks. This was conceded ; 
and she voluntarily took her discharge upon the 18th 
February following. In this case, as in two previous 
ones, the Guardians’ misconception of the order has 
worked unnecessary severity. 
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No- 3. — Report from Mr. R. Hamilton, Poor Law- 
Inspector. 

Strabane, March. 7, 1857. 

Gentlemen — In reference to your letter of the 
"2Sth ultimo, No. 4,923/57, directing me to visit tlie 
Glenties Union, and report to you the state of the 
children in the workhouse, and also in respect to the 
family mentioned in a communication from the Clerk 
of the Union, dated the 3rd inst., I have the honour to 
inform you that I visited the Glenties Workhouse on 
yesterday, and I found in it nineteen children, three 
over nine years of age, three of about five years of age, 
and thirteen under five years old. Of the tlu-ee chil- 
dren above nine, one (a gild) su Bel's from sore eyes, 
and the Medical Officer objects to her removal to 
Donegal Workhouse. The other two, brother and 
sister, had recently been brought from Donegal for the 
purpose of taking then- discharge. The mother of these 
children said she would rather beg from house to house 
than be separated from her children. 

Another woman said to me that she intended to 
leave the workhouse “ and to beg the world” with her 
children (three), rather than be separated from 
them. Of the remaining sixteen children four were 
infants, and the rest about five years of age and under. 

The children in the workhouse receive no education 
of any kind. 

They occupy, during the. day-time, the apartment 
next the girls’ school-room, intended for a nursery, and 
one or two adult females take charge of them. 

The children looked healthy, and were tolerably clean. 

1 should be very sorry to see the children under five 
years of age separated from their mothers, and sent to 
Donegal. 

With regard to the family consisting of a mother 
and four children, I have received a letter from the 
Relieving Officer, in which he says that for the last fort- 
night he has not heard of them, but that he is well 
aware they are still begging. 

The Relieving Officer informed me that he was 
certain the family were still in the Union, and he has 
promised to make every inquiry about them, and to re- 
port to me the result.

No. 4 . — Report from Mr. R. Hamilton, Poor Law- 
Inspector. 

Oarndonagh, March 1G, 1857. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 12th instant, No. 
5,911/57, stating you are not prepared to press the 
sending of children from Glenties Workhouse to 
Donegal contrary to the wish of their parents, and 
requesting me to report if either the master or the 
matron would be competent to teach the children, and 
which of these officers I would recommend for that duty. 

In reply, I beg leave to state that as the matron 
has to discharge the duties of infirmary nurse as well 
as matron, her time must be fully occupied, but 1 think 
the master might be able to devote two or three hours 
daily to the literary instruction of the children, and he 
is well qualified to discharge this duty. 

I thirds: the matron should take charge of the chil- 
dren under five years of age, and should superinteud 
the industrial training of the girls. The master to 
superintend the industrial training of the boys. 

If you think proper I shall visit the Union shortly, 
and arrange the details with the Board of Guardians, 
as there may be some difficulties to overcome, which I 
am not at present aware of.

No. 5. — Report from Mr. R. Hamilton, Poor Law 
Inspector. 

Strabane, March 21, 1857. 
Gentlemen, — Adverting to your letter of the 20th 
instant, No. 6,803/57, and to previous correspondence 
respecting arrangements for the education of the chil- 
dren in Glenties W orkhousc, I have the honour to in- 
form you that as I was at Donegal last Thursday, 1 
thought it better to go ou to Glenties, and confer 
with the Guardians on the subject, but, unfortunately, 
there was no meeting of the Board on Friday. 

However, I had the several officers before me, and 
stated that you were anxious to provide for the educa- 
tion of the children in the workhouse, without in- 
creasing the staff of officers. 

It appears the matron is a regularly classed teacher 
under the National Board, and is quite competent to 
instruct the children, and she is perfectly willing to 
undertake this duty, if she be relieved from discharg- 
ing the duty of infirmary nurse. 

There is a paid nurse in the fever hospital, and at 
present, and generally for a great part of the year, 
there are no patients in it. 

I think this nurse might take charge of the infirmary 
while the fever hospital is unoccupied, and she is quite 
willing to do so. This would relieve the matron of 
that duty during a great portion of the year, and ' 
enable her to undertake the instruction of the chil- 
dren. 

Of course whenever the fever hospital is again 
occupied, the nurse would return to it, and the master . 
and matron said they would, between tliem, make 
arrangements for the proper management of the in- 
firmary during her absence. 

On tlie whole, therefore, I think it would be better 
that the matron should be the officer selected to insti-uct 
the children, and not the master, as recommended in 
my former report. 

On the part of the officers there would be no objec- 
tion to this arrangement, and I do not think it would 
interfere with the proper management of the house.

No. 6. — Extract from Report from Mr. R. Hamil- 
ton, Poor Law Inspector, dated 21st March, 1857. 

As regards the working of the School District 
Order, so far as Donegal is concerned, I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that the children are better fed, 
better clothed, and better educated in Douegal Work- 
house than they were in Glenties "Workhouse. 

There were thirteen children from Glenties in the 
house. The progress of these children in literary 
acquirements has been veiy satisfactory. Seven of' 
the above thirteen children are either orphans or de- 
serted by parents ; and there were only two of them 
who appeared anxious to return to Glenties. 

No. 7. — Report from Mr. R. Hamilton, Poor Law 
Inspector. ! 

Strabane, April G, 1857. 

Gentlemen, — In reference to your letter of the 9tli 
of March, requesting a report from me respecting the 
working of District School Order in my district, I beg 
leave to inform you that the Order is only earned into 
effect in two instances in my district, viz., the children 
from Gortin Workhouse ai-e sent to Omagh "Work- 
house, and the children from Glenties Workhouse are 
sent to Donegal Workhouse. 

There were only six or seven children in Gortin 
Workhouse at the time they were first sent to Omagh, 
and since then but very few children have been 
admitted at Gortin. 

The children originally sent have, with one or two- 
exceptions, remained in Omagh, and I think they 
prefer being in that workhouse to Gortin Workhouse., 

2B2 
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With regard to the operation of the Order at 
Glenties, I have had some correspondence with you 
on the subject, since the date of your letter, and you 
have addressed the Board of Guardians suggesting that 
the children should not be sent to Donegal, contrary 
to the wish of their parents. 

Whenever I visit the Unions of Gortin and Glen- 
ties, I will obtain all the information I can on the 
subject. 

I think you have already been made aware of the 
facts, respecting the sending of the children from 
Glenties to Donegal, and therefore it is not probable 
I shall visit the union for some time yet, unless you 
think it necessary for me to do so.

No. 8. — Report from Mr. R. Hamilton, Poor Law 
Inspector. 

Strabane, Slay 2, 1857. 

Gentlemen, — Adverting to your letter of the 2nd 
ult., forwarding your letter of the 9th of March, 
directing me to furnish you with a report respecting 
the operation of the School District Order in the 
unions in m) r district, in which it is in force, I have 
the honour to make the following report on the sub- 
ject with regard to the Unions of Gortin and 
Omagh : — 

The children in Gortin Workhouse were sent to 
Omagh Workhouse, under the Order, on the 25th July, 
1855. There were then eight children in the house, 
between the ages of five and fifteen years. Only five 
of these children went to Omagh. The other three 
children appear to have been discharged that week. 
The total number of children sent to Omagh, includ- 
ing the above five, is only fourteen ; and there are but 
three children from the Gortin Union now in Omagh 
Workhouse. Of the fourteen children sent to Omagh, 
I find that seven are now at service, one lias emigrated, 
three are with near relatives, and three still in Omagh 
Workhouse. During the year previous to the children 
being sent to Omagh, the number of children between 
five and fifteen years of age, (children under five were 
not sent to Omagh) appears to have varied from six to 
twelve. 

I can only find two cases in which parents took their 
discharge from Gortin Workhouse, rather than be 
separated from their children — vil, a woman, named 
M., with two children, aged thirteen and ten ; and a 
woman, named 0., with one child. It appears that 
the woman M. is still in the Gortin Union. Since she 
left the workhouse she has supported herself and 
children by her own industry. The children are now 
at service. 

The woman 0. has not been in the uni on since she 
left the workhouse. 

The Relieving Officer states that, with the above 
exceptions, he does not recollect any instance of a 
person objecting to come into the workhouse on 
account of the children being sent to Omagh.

The Poor Law Commissioners, Ac., Ac. 

No. 9. — Report from Mr. Robinson, Poor Law 
Inspector. 

Lisburn, March 23, 1857. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 9th instant, in which 
you request that I will report to you as to the opera- 
tion of the District Schools Order in the unions in my 
district, in which it is in force. 

Orders authorizing the formation of such schools 
have been issued in two instances in this district ; one 


combining the Unions of Monaghan, Castleblayney, 
and Clones for that purpose, Monaghan bein" the cen- 
tral or receiving union ; and the other combining the 
Unions of Ballymoney, Ballycastle, and Ballymena. 

The order last alluded to lias not been acted on by 
the Boards of Guardians of the Unions concerned, and 
it is only necessary, therefore, that I should advert to 
the working of the system in the Monaghan school 
district. 

The order was issued in this instance on March 
20th, 1855, and the children from five to fifteen years 
of age were removed from the Clones Workhouse to 
Monaghan on the 3rd of August, 1855, and the chil- 
dren of the same age sent in from the Castleblayney 
Workhouse on the 30th of September following. There 
were twenty-six children thus transferred from Clones 
and forty-eight from Castleblayney; since that time 
the discharge of children belonging to these two con- 
tributing unions have been nearly equal to the admis- 
sions ; and the following table shows the number of 



For some little time after the schools of the three 
unions were amalgamated, the arrangements were dis- 
turbed by misconduct on the part of the boys, and con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced in maintaining 
order and discipline. The children manifested much 
objection to leaving their own unions, and some of the 
boys absconded soon after their arrival at Monaghan. 

Returns containing the particulars of all such cases, 
marked A, B, are attached to this report. 

These difficulties have, however, been overcome, all 
the children are now orderly and well-conducted. They 
appear to be contented and happy, and none have 
absconded since the 14th of September last. 

The teachers are efficient, and the school is con- 
ducted in a very satisfactory manner. A portion of 
land is cultivated entirely by the hoys, and the children 
of both sexes receive a good industrial, as well as 
literary, education. 

The amount originally fixed as tho daily rate, of pay- 
ment for the maintenance and education of the Clones 
and Castleblayney children was found to be too low, 
and it was raised in March, 1856, from 3f d. a day 
for each child to id. The last half year’s accounts 
show that id. a day is a fair charge ; and the propor- 
tion of the amount paid to the Guardians of Mon- 
aghan Union which exceeded the cost of maintenance 
of the Clones and Castleblayney children, and which 
was credited to establishment, was about two-thirds 
of the expense incurred in paying and supporting tho 
staff of the school. 

But while this result shows that the children of 
different unions may receive a better education in a 
district school than' could be provided for them at the 
same cost in their respective workhouses, and that as 
a measure of economy the experiment has been success- 
ful, there are objections to the system, which have 
become apparent since it has been in operation, and 
to which it is necessary that I should allude. 

The information given to me by the Officers of the 
Clones and Castleblayney Unions, and embodied in the 
returns annexed to this Report, maiked C, D, shows 
that when the District School Order was acted on, 
parents who had children in the workhouse took their 
discharge to prevent the removal of such children to 
Mcnaghan : and in two or three cases, mothers induced 
persons outside to take charge of their children, while 
they remained in the workhouse themselves. Many 
of these persons (both parents and children) returned. 
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but probably not until driven to do so by severe dis- 
tress, and the feeling manifested proves that they were 
ready to encounter suffering in preference to a sepa- 
ration so painful to them. 

If a district school could be formed of the orphan 
and deserted children received in several Unions, the 
measure would, I have no doubt, be attended with the 
best results ; but experience has caused a considerable 
alteration in my views as to the advantages of the 
system as carried out at present ; and I have no hesi- 
tation in stating it to be my present opinion that the 
removal of all children from the workhouse of the 
Union to which they belong, deters many destitute 
parents from seeking the relief which they know will 
be accompanied by total separation from their offspring, 
and induces them to resort to begging as a means of 
subsistence; mendicancy is thus increased, and the 
workhouse is made a much more severe test of desti- 
tution than is either desirable or humane. 

The Order forming a district school at Monaghan 
was acted on by the Guardians of Clones and Castle- 
blayney Unions, when they had more than once been 
urged to do so by your Inspectors, and before there 
had been opportunities afforded of testing the working 
of the measure. 


The difficulties that interfered with the efficient 
management of this school have been overcome, and 
(as I have before mentioned) some of the persons who 
took their children out of the Clones and Castleblayney 
Workhouse have since returned. These circumstances, 
together with the fact, that a large majority of the 
children of the two last-named Unions are either 
orphans or deserted, whose education would be much 
interfered with if removed from the Monaghan school, 
would lead me to question the propriety of making a 
change now in this particular instance, and I should 
not be disposed at present to cancel the Monaghan 
School District Order ; but I am so convinced that the 
advantages to be derived from the operation of such a 
system are fully counterbalanced by its evil effects, 
that I should regret to see it extended to other Unions. 

I would beg to submit for your consideration, that 
it might be advisable to withdraw the power given to 
the Ballymoney, Ballymena, and Ballycastle Boards of 
Guardians to form a district school at Ballymoney.

No. 10. — Report from Mr. Otway, Poor Law 
Inspector. 

Dublin, May 11, 1857. 

Gentlemen, — In reply to your letters of the 9th 
and 1 1th of March and 2nd instant, I have to state 
that I made inquiries on the subject at Roscrea and 
Donaghmore on the 7th instant, and that I fonnd that 
none of the children, as stated in the list sent to you 
by the clerk No. 6,359, as having absconded from 
Roscrea Workhouse, ever returned to the Roscrea 
Workhouse, and that it was not known what had be- 
come of any of them. 

I also found, from inquiries at Donaghmore, that 
none of the children who absconded from Itoscrea 
Workhouse had returned to Donaglunore Workhouse, 
and that it was not known there as to what had become 
of them. I also found that none of the children 
marked in the list as having returned to Donaglunore, 
are now inmates of the Donaglunore Workhouse, with 
the exception of J. R., who is now in the Donagh- 
inore Workhouse ; that on return to Donaglunore 
from Roscrea, the children alluded to were discharged, 
on application for discharge, and that none of them 
have since returned to Donaglunore Workhouse. 

As to the arrangements made for the removal of the 
children from one union to another, and vice versd, the 
master of the workhouse informed me, that when 
children between five and fifteen years of age are 
admitted at Donaglunore, be sends them to Roscrea 
with an order for admission to tbe master of the Ros- 
crea Workhouse ; that lie sends them on an ass’s cart, 
which he hires for 2s. ; that he sends a careful mes- 
senger with them, and straw and rugs in the cart ; 
that he also sends in the same way to Roscrea to bring 
from that workhouse to Donaglunore the children who 
sire ordered to be discharged from Roscrea. 

The clerk and master of the Donaghmore Union- 
both informed me that the parents of children sent to 
Roscrea made great objection to their children being 
so sent, and that cases had occurred where deserted 


children and orphans had been taken out of the work- 
house by their Mends, as soon as it was heard that" the 
children were to be sent to Roscrea. 

A woman named E. H., left the Donaghmore 
Workhouse, and took her three children with her, 
two of whom were in Roscrea and one in Donaghmore 
Workhouse, stating that she left the workhouse and 
took her children because she did not wish them to be 
in Roscrea Workhouse. 

A man named B., now an inmate of the Donagh- 
more Workhouse ^ without his wife), had two children 
with him in the workhouse, both of whom were sent 
to Roscrea ; the boy J. absconded from Roscrea Work- 
house, the other, A., the mother took out and got 
her discharge, stating that she did so sooner than let 
her stay in Roscrea. 

From the circumstance that the children who ab- 
sconded from Roscrea Workhouse have not returned 
to either Roscrea or Donaghmore ; from the circum- 
stance that the children who returned from Roscrea to 
Donaghmore, and took their discharge from thence, 
have not returned to Donaghmore or Roscrea ; from 
the circumstance that of fifty-five admissions under 
the school order (made in December, 1855) now only 
fifteen remain in the Roscrea Workhouse, (these fifteen 
being all orphans) — I am led to believe that the work- 
ing of the districts school order has operated as a new 
and most stringent test : that children have absconded 
sooner than remain in a workhouse removed from their 
friends and parents ; that parents have taken their 
own and their children’s discharge rather than allow 
their children to remain in the workhouse of another 
union ; and that friends or relatives of deserted and 
orphan children have applied for the discharge of 
children sooner than allow them to remain in the 
workhouse of another union.

Answers. 

1 and 2. All rates are levied on Electoral Divisions 
separately. 

3. There is no separate rate for Medical Charities ex- 

penses. The expenses under the Medical Charities 
Act are charged upon the respective Dispensary 
Districts. Those Districts always comprise one 
or more entire Electoral Divisions, and tlio charge 
upon the Dispensary District is apportioned to 
the several Electoral Divisions contained in it 
according to Net Annual Value. 

4. Medical Charities, or rather Dispensary Districts, 

are always parts of one Union, and always com- 
prise entire Electoral Divisions ; the 6th section 
of the Medical Charities Act requiring that each 
Union shall be divided into Dispensary Districts, 
and that in no case shall an Electoral Division he 
divided. 

5. In case of any alteration of the boundaries of any 

Union or Electoral Division, the Commissioners 
are empowered to order the making of a rate on 
the townlands affected by the alteration with a 
view to the necessary adjustment of liabilities ; 
and under the Burial-grounds Acts it sometimes 
becomes necessary to make a rate on part of an 
Electoral Division — for instance, when the Divi- 
sion comprises a borough or town having Town 
Commissioners, the Guardians’ jurisdiction as a 
Burial Board not extending into such towns. 
In no other case is a rate raised on any other area 
than the Electoral Division.

With reference to Query 11, it is to be observed that in Ireland no removals from one Reformatory to- 
another can take place on the motion of parents or guardians of the children, except by an amendment of the 
sentence on appeal to a Court superior to that which passed the original sentence. (See Act 21 & 22 Vic., 
cap. cm., sec. 7.) ' 

In only lira coses since tie passing o£ tie Reformatories Act (1858) have removals been necessary on 
account of a mistake as to the religion of the juvenile offender. 

All other transfer's have been for disciplinary or similar grounds, and made by order of the Cluef Secretary 
on Report from the Inspector of Reformatories, under 21 & 22 Vic., cap. ciii., sec. 20. 

The advantages of such a power of removal, and the conditions of its exercise, will be apparent to anyone who 
remembers the advisability of removing, e.cj. from Dublin to a remote place, unruly girls who are ill-disposed, 
and thus, as far as possible severing all connexion between them and their vicious companions. 

The satisfactory result above-mentioned, the small number of transfers which have happened in the Irish 
Reformatories since the passing of the Act in 1858, is attributable to the fact, that while in England and Scot- 
Jand the Court may commit a juvenile offender to any Reformatory School, the Irish Acts make it imperative 
that the child shall be sent only to a school managed by persons of the same religion as its parents or guardians, 
or (should this be unknown) the child itself professes. (21 & 22 Vic., cap. ciii., sec. 7). j

To the Royal Commissioners of Inquiry into Primary Education, Ireland. 


Gentlemen, — Alexandra College was founded in the year 18G6 for the purpose of supplying defects Foundation, 
in the existing system of education for women of the upper and middle classes — of affording an Object* 
education more sound, more solid, more systematically imparted, and better tested than was at that 
time to be obtained in Ireland. 

The age of admission was at first fixed at fifteen years, and afterwards reduced to fourteen years. Asa of 

The college was established on a self-supporting basis, was set ou foot by subscriptions from those a,lmission - 
more actively interested in the experiment, and has been sustained solely by the fees of the students. Noendowment. 
Two annual exhibitions of the value of ten pounds each have been given by the Visitor of the college Self-supporting 
since its commencement, and a few special exhibitions by others. All of these are open without Exhibitions, 
restriction to students of every denomination. 

The college is governed by a Visitor and Council, who have the financial control and the final Government, 
decision on all matters. 

The Committee of Education, consisting of the Professors engaged in the instruction of the first Committee of 
divisions, have the control of the educational arrangements, and appoint, subject to the approval of education, 
the Council, to all vacant Professorships, and have power to add to or diminish the number of subjects 
undertaken to be taught in the college. 

The officers are — a Principal, who has a seat in the Council, a Vice-Principal, Bursar, and Secretary, Officers, 
a Lady Superintendent, and Assistant Ladies. 

A body of lady visitors, nominated by tbe Visitor and Council, perform the duty of sitting by Lady visitors, 
during the hours of lecture, and report to the Lady Superintendent on any matters requiring her 
care, which come under their observation.

The religious instruction is given in accordance with the doctrines of the Church of England and 
Ireland, but attendance on these classes is perfectly optional to the student. 

The manner of instruction in the language classes is that of advanced exercises in composition, 
viva voce questioning, reading of authors. In the literature classes it is carried on by means of 
lectures and taking of notes, &c. In science, by lecture, demonstration, and experiment. 

Attendance on a course of two years’ study with examinations conducted by printed questions and 
written answers four times during the course is required from the candidates for certificates. 

These examinations take place in the college under the care of the Lady Superintendent, two hours 
being allowed to the answering of each paper of ten questions. The answers are sent to the teachers, 
by whom they are examined and marked to a fixed standard, and at the end of each two years’ course 
the papers of the candidates for certificates are submitted to independent examiners, who sign the 
certificates conjointly with the teachers. Several of the classes were immediately filled with eager 
and attentive students, many of whom were able to keep pace with and profit by these advanced 
courses of study, yet in the constant recurrence to the underlying foundations of knowledge needed 
in a thoroughly sound educational process, the experience of a few weeks only was required to bring to 
light, the inaccurate, vague, and fragmentary nature of the education generally given to girls, tlienegleet of 
the rules of spelling, of the principles of grammar, the downright ignorance of arithmetic, the absence 
of any training of the mind, the meagreness of the so-called accomplishments on which so much time 
and energy had been wasted. The Council and Committee speedily became convinced that if the 
college was to exercise a really beneficial influence on the National education of girls and women of 
• the upper and middle classes, one of two courses should be taken, either (1) the institution of an 
entrance examination, requiring proof to be given of acquaintance with the primary elements of 
knowledge, or (2) to subdivide the existing classes, and to add on classes for instruction in subjects 
not at first contemplated as requisite to be undertaken by the college.

Upon deliberation, it was decided that the establishment of an entrance examination would have 
the effect of narrowing the sphere of action by imposing a barrier to the entrance of timid students, 
and would be an injustice to those students and parents who were anxiously desirous to enter at once 
upon a better system, and who looked to the College as affording them the means of doing so. It 
was believed that even had parents and schoolmistresses generally been contented to relinquish the 
straining after the phantom of a “ finishing education,” and had been willing to enter upon the 
modest and unattractive groundwork of study which an entrance examination should set forth, many 
years must elapse before such a radical change could be made widely effective. The question of 
entrance examination was, therefore, laid aside until there shall be sufficient proof that it can be 
instituted with general advantage to the community. Classes were then begun in the college for 
instruction in English language (i.e., rules of spelling, exercises in dictation, grammar, reading, 
punctuation, composition), arithmetic (up to decimal fractions), geography (physical and political), 
history (English and European, as connected with England), the elements of the theory of music and 
class singing, the elements of perspective and outline drawing, and in modern Continental languages, 
subdivision of the classes into three sections, beginning with the elementary principles of grammar. 
In addition to these a kind of tutorial system lias been attempted by the appointment of a staff of 
student teachers, who sit by in the hours of professorial instruction, and prepare the less advanced 
students after the class hour in the next appointed lesson. 

In all these subdivisions of classes and additional classes, the instruction is carried on by means of 
question and answer, and by compositions prepared at home, and by correction of exercises in class. 
Examinations are held at stated times in these, as in the higher classes, the results of which are made 
known to parents twice a year by the Lady Superintendent. 

Class rewards are not offered, nor have prizes been instituted, nor has it appeared either necessary 
or desirable that they should be. There is a very general appreciation on the part of the students of 
the value of the educational advantages offered to thorn. There has been a steady average attendance 
of 170 students since the commencement, and the exceptions to diligent earnest study are very few 
indeed. 

The system has won the confidence of parents, not so much from the actual amount of “ facts 
and figures” acquired, as from its power of developing a spirit of observation and inquiry, from the 
stimulus given to self-improvement by the gradual working up to a high standard, from a certain 
recognition of what is true and womanly in character, which, young as the college is, may almost bo 
called one of its “ traditions,”— and, above all, from the laborious and unceasing efforts of the 
professors to impress upon their pupils the importance of diligent, accurate, and conscientious habits 
of study. 

A very remarkable and encouraging fact in the woi'king of the system is, the development and 
increasing demand for the higher studies, side by side with this necessity for elementary instruction, so 
that it has been found desirable to appoint Professors in many branches of knowledge which were at 
first omitted from the curriculum. Of these Ethnology* and the science of language, Greek, Hebrew,! 
Italian,! Astronomy, § and elementary Physics, are studied with enjoyment by a fair proportion of 
students, who pursue them as an intellectual recreation after the main business of their education has 
been finished ; while in the direction of accomplishments the scientific teaching of harmony has 
ripened into the practice of concerted music, both vocal and instrumental, of a strictly classical 
character.

Extract from Introduction to the Report of the Commission. (Vol. I., pp. 17, 18.) 

“ The Commission which investigated the state of Elementary Education in England deemed it 
expedient to have an inquiry instituted into the condition and methods of Primary Instruction in 
some Continental countries ; and for this purpose, with the sanction of Your Majesty’s Government, 
they employed three Assistant-Commissioners to visit France, Germany, Switzerland, Holland, and 
the United States of North America. As we had the advantage of being able to refer to the Reports 
of the Assistant-Commissioners who made those inquiries, we considered that our object would be 
sufficiently attained by procuring through Official Reports or other authentic documents such further 
or supplementary information as would complete the knowledge of the matter then acquired, and 
bring it down to the date of our own inquiry. 

“ Accordingly we addressed a communication to Your Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, requesting him to obtain for our use copies of the official regulations under which 
assistance is afforded by the State or by municipal or communal authorities to schools for Primary 
Education under the control or management of religious authorities, orders, or congregations, male 
or female, in Austria, Baden, Bavaria, Belgium, Fiance, Holland, Itaty, Portugal, Spain, Switzerland, 
and the United States of North America, together with the regulations respecting the training of 
masters, mistresses, and assistants, and the constitution and government of normal schools for Primary 
Education, and the latest Reports officially published of the Statistics of Primary Education, as to 
numbers, classification, and expenditure; and also copies of the regulations under which schools for 
iigrieultural education are conducted, with the assistance of the State in the same countries. We 
made similar application to Your Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies, resquesting 
information of a like kind respecting Canada and the other American and Australian colonies. 

“ In consequence of these applications a large collection of documents was forwarded to us, giving 
very ample authentic information respecting the condition of Primary Education, and the methods 
and systems of the corresponding instruction in the foreign countries, and in Your Majesty’s colonies, 
above mentioned. We take this opportunity of acknowledging our obligations to Your Majesty’s 
Ministers for the valuable assistance thus afforded to us, and of recording our sense of the great 
courtesy displayed by the foreign and colonial Governments who cordially acceded to our wishes, 
and forwarded for our use those important documents.” 

,Of the documents thus forwarded to the Commission, an abstract of those connected 
with Agricultural Education has been already published in the Appendix to the Special 
Report on Agricultural Schools (Vol. I., Part II., page 945 to 972).
